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**• 44. IcrKtM to OotoaMPiut* IMgll W»rk*hOt. -Rules 42 and 43 apply to 
Itofthrioa la the United Kingdom and/or India only. Service In a Colonial or foreign work- 
shop will not be accepted u ale’s the Examiner is satisfied in each case that its value is 
snbetantialiy equivalent to that of service performed in the United Kingdom and/or India, 
in cases where the Examiner is not satisfied that the value is equivalent, he should refer 
the matter to the Chief Examiner. 

Workshop service in India is in no case to be taken as equivalent to more than four- 
fifths of the same period of service in the United Kingdom. 

Hi. T s d f l c a l Schools. — Time spent at an approved day Technical School, where 
there Is an engineering laboratory, is, subject to the conditions mentioned in Appendix H, 
aeOepted as equivalent to workshop service, usnally in the ratio ot three yearo in the 
Technical School to two years' workshop servioe, provided also that the applicant has 
taken the full engineering course, and can produce the Principal's certificate for regular 
attendance at all the approved classes, and for satisfactory progress. * 

Tltne spent in attending e* ening classes in Engineering at approved Technical Schools 
wit! similarly be allowed to oonnt under the following conditions 

(1) each applicant claiming an allowance for time spent in attending evening 

clashes at a Technical School must produce a certificate signed by the. 
Principal of the School to the effect that he has attended regularly at a* 
definite olass or classes, which should be specified, and has ma*te satisfactory 
progress. This certificate must also state the total number of hours spent by 
the applicant in attending each class. 

(2) time spent by tbe applicant in attending such classes as have a direct bearing 

on the training of a Marine Engineer will be reckoned at the rate of five 
hours to one day. The tqjsl number of days so obtained will then be 
accepted in lien of a certain fraction of the same period of workshop service. 
This fraction will lie fixed for each school at the time of approval, and will 
generally be two-thirds ; 

(3) an applicant who has attended a Technical School in the evening, while being 

employed as an apprentice Engineer or journeyman daring thaday, must, in 
order that the school time pxay be accepted, produce satisfactory proof that 
he has spent the full working day in the works at which he is employed 
before attending the school. Such proof will usually take the form of a 
statement in the testimonial as to workshop service given by the employer. 

Time spent in foreign technical schools can ijj no circumstances be recognised.

Appendix H. 

46. if firing — The sea-service required by these Regulations is, unless otherwise 
stated, servioe performed in foreign-going ships propelled by engines of at least the horse- 
power specified for the respective grades of .certificate. The nominal horse-po^er of a 
Steamship, as given on the Certificate of Registry, may in ail cases be accepted by the 
Examiners j or it may be determined by the following formula : —

P "pressure of main boilers in pounds per square inch. 

Service in the heme or coasting trade is regarded as be ; ng equivalent to two-thirds 
of the same period Of time served in the foreign trade except where other allowances are 
■peoifled. (&«s rales 34. 38, 41, 48, 49, 50 and 51.) 

In the vase of Indian coasting voyages extending beyond a distance of 500 miles from 
the port of departure in steamships commanded by Masters bolding foreign-going 
certificates, such servioe will count as foreign voyages, and will be reckoned as fnll 
timet bat the time spent in the port of departure or Home port will not be allowed to 
count. In all oaees the length of service is deemed to commence on the date of sailing 
from the port of departure or Home port and to end on the (i&te of arrival at the Home 
port. 

Being on regular watch moans being on watch for at least eight hours each day 
continuously. 

In the oase of applicants for First Class Certificates, qualifying servioe means, 
ns a rule, "servioe on regular watch on the main engines and boilers as Senior Engineer in 
charge of the whole watch. When, however, several Engineers are on watch at the same 
time,- the service of any one of them may be allowed to count, provided a certificate from 
the Superintendent Engineer is produced stating that the applicant was in charge of 
n watoh on a definite section of the main engines or boilers in a separate compartment of 
*]f(|,*hip. During the whole of the period claimed, the applicant must have been in 
JpljiwBton of a Second Class Certificate. 
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In the case of applicants for Second Class Certificates, qualifying sea service means 
service as Engineer on regular watch on the main engines or boilers. In no case will 
time spent in clerical or day work be allowed to count as watch-keeping service. 

All applicants for Ordiuary Certificates (including those for First Class who have not 
been in charge of the whole of a watoh but qualify under this rule as having been in 
charge of a section of the machinery only) will be required to have served at sea 
on regular watch on both the main engines and the boilers, not* less than six months 
being spent on each. 

47. Marine Technical Schools.— An applicant for . either a Second Class or a First 
Class Ordinary or Motor Certificate who, within two years from the date of application to 
be examined, has attended an approved courBe, comprising general mathematical and 
scientific instruction at a Technical School recognised by the Government as suitable for 
the training of Marine Engineers, will be allowed to count time so spent as equivalent to 
sea service usually in the ratio of three months at the Technical School to two months at 
sea. 'Time so spent cannot be accepted as equivalent to more than one-sigth of the total 
sea service required for either Certificate, but an applicant who has been allowed to 
count such time on examination fora Second Class Certificate will not be debarred from 
counting similar subsequent time on applying for examination for a First Class 

^Certificate. 

In every case in which an allowance is made for time spent at a Marine Technical 
School, the applicant will be required to produce the Principal’s Certificate for coniinuoua 
and regular attendance at all the approved classes, and for satisfactory progress. 

The applicant must also produce hi* class note books, which will be forwarded to the 
Chief Examiner, in order that he may satisfy himself that the applicant has followed the 
approved course of instruction, and that the remission of sea service claimed may be 
allowed accordingly. • 

Applicants for examination who claim remission of sea service should, us a rule,, 
make their claim on form Exn. 3 at least a week before they desire to eit. 

A list of the Marine Technical Schools recognised for this purpose is given ia 
Appendix H. 

48. Lake Of Rlvor Service. — Service as watch-keeper on a lake or river vessel 
of not less than the required borse-power may be accepted under the following conditions 
for either an Ordinary or a Motor Certificate : — 

(а) the service will only count half as much as sea service ; every two months. 

of lake or river service is only equivalent to one month’s foreign-going sea 
service ; * 

(б) applicants for Second Class Certificates must prove that, in addition to lake or 

river service, they have had at least three months' qualifying service at a 
in a foreign-going ship of not less than the horse-power specified in 
rule 34 (5), or four and a half months’ similar service in the home trade ; 

(c) applicants for First Class Certificates, in addition to lake or river service 
in vessels of not less than the horse-power named in rule 38, must prove 
that they have had at least six months’ qualifying service at sea, with 
a Second Class Engineer’s Certificate, in foreign-going vessels of not less 
than the horse-power specified, or nine months* similar service in the 
home trade. 

49. Service in Auxiliary Screw Ships.— Service as Engineer perforni.xl Oil board 
auxiliary screw whalers an l other vessels with auxiliary power not less than that 
required Cor a Secoud ‘Class Certificate may he allowed to count as qualifying for 
examination for a Second Class Engineer’s Certificate to the extent of one-half the time 
the vessel is actually at sea. If the applicant is able to prove that the main engines were 
running for longer than this, he will be allowed to coant the whole of Buch extended 
time. 

so. Service in Dredgers, Fishing-boats, Tug-boats, or Pilot-vessels. — Service in 

sea-going dredgers, fishing-boats, or tug-boats, and in pilot-vessels, when on, their station 
or when going to or returning from the same, may be accepted under the following 
conditions : — Two months of such service is only equivalent to one month's qualifying 
service in a foreign-going vessel. Applicants for Second Class Certificates may perform 
all their sea service in sea-going dredgers, fishing-boats, tag-boats, or pi lot- vessels, but 
they must have been on regular watch on the main propelling machinery, the horse-power 
of which must not be less than that required. Candidates for First Class Certificates, 
must, while in possession of a Second Class Certificate, have served in vessels of at least 
the horse-power named in rule H8, and have been in charge of the whole of a watch on 
the main machinery. They must also have served, in a qualifying capacity, for not less 
than six months in a foreign-going ship, or nine months in a home-trade ship. 

This luie will not apply to service on the steam pilot vessels at the Sand heads. 
Servioe on the regular watoh on board such vessels for the period the vessels are on the 
station, or when going to or returning from the same, shall be accepted as equivalent to 
two-thirds of the time performed in foreign-going trading vessels, as in the oaae of steam 
yachts. 

Where an Engineer is employed on a fishing or other- vessel, and is required io do 
stoking or other work not usually performed by an Engineer ia the Mercantile Murine, 
such service cannot be acoepted as qualifying. 
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The Examiners should in all cases satisfy themselves that service on fishing boats, 
when claimed as qualifying for a certificate as Engineer, is of a nature similar to that 
performed by Engineers iu the Mercantile Marine. 

51. # Service in Yachts. — Service performed in yachts, either within or beyond 
home-trade limits, may be accepted as equivalent to two-thirds of the time performed in 
foreign-going trading vessels, provided that the applicant's name is entered on the vessel's 
articles, and that he can prove, to the satisfaction of the examiner, that the time claimed 
was actually served at sea. 

Applicants for Second Class Certificates may perform all their service in yachts, but 
the applicant must have been on regular watch on the main machinery, and the vessel 
must be of not less than the horse-power stated in rule 34 ( b ). 

Applicants for First Class Certificates must have served in vessels of the requisite 
horse-power, and must have been in regular charge of th« main machinery. They must 
also have served for at least three months in a qualifying capacity on board a suitable 
foreign-going ship. This additional service will, however, not be required in the case 
of an applicant who has served for 27 months as First Engineer, or for three years as A 
Second Engineer, of a yacht of the requisite power. 


CHAPTER III. — Conduct of the Examinations . ^ 

52. Strangers not Admittod. — No persons will be allowed in the rooms during the 
examinations, other than those whose duties require them to be present. 

No instructors will be allowed on the premises. 

53. Commencement and Duration of Examinations.— The examinations will, as a 
rule, commeuce at 10-30 A.M., and will be continued from day to day, until ail the 
candidates are examined. 

54. Candidates to be Punctual.— 1 Candidates are required to appear at the examina- 
tion room punctually at tin* time appointed. 

55. Candidates' Places. — Candidates should be so placed as to prevent one copying 
from another, ami no communication whatever between the candidates should be 
allowed. 

57. Tables to be Cleared. — Before commencing the examination, the tables and 
desks must be cleared of all scraps of paper, or books that are not used in the examina- 
tion, and care should be taken that the candidates while in the examination room do not 
have in their possession any book or paper, except 'as specified in rules 61 and 62. A 
Bheet of blotting paper will be issued to each candidate*with the first examination paper* 
and it must be returned to the examiner when tjie last paper is completed each day. The 
examiner should be careful to see that the blotting paper has not been used by 
,,the candidate in solving his problems, or for conveying information to other candidates. 

57. Drawing Instruments. — Drawing boards and T squares will be provided by the 
Government, but the applicants will have to bring with them any drawing instruments 
they may require. 

58. Examination Pap8r8. — One set of the arithmetical questions should be given to 
the candidate for the morning s work at 10-30 A.M. and one for the afternoon’.* at 1-45 
P.M., and collected not later than 1 and 4-30 P.M. All question sheets should be returned 
to the Chief Examiner at the conclusion of each day’s work. 

59. Ordor Of Examinations. — At the examinations for First and Second Class 

Ordinary and Motor Certificates, papers ou Practical Mathematics, Drawing, and 
Engineering Knowledge are given, and the candidates are finally questioned verbally on 
their Practical Knowledge. , 

Mathematics and Drawing are omitted in the case of examination for the Endorse- 
ment of a Certificate for converse service in the same grade. 

Each paper on Practical Mathematics and Engineering Knowledge contains six 
questions. According to present arrangements, the papers, which are of distinctive 
colouring, are usually distributed in the following order : — ,

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60. Rales to be observed during the Examination.— 

L Candidates must not have with them any books, notes, memoranda or paper 
other than that supplied for use at the examination. If any candidate has brought any 
such notes, etc., with him he must hand them to the Examiner before beginning his work. 

II. Perfect silence must be observed during the examination. 

Til. Candidates are advised to read the questions carefully, and to confine their 
attention to the problems us presented, without dealing with extraneous matter. This 
advice is applicable to all parts of the examination, but especially to the Drawing. 

IV. The numbers of the questions to which the working has reference should be 
clearly indicated, but the questions themselves should not be copied. All work should 
be done in ink, except as specified on the subject-paper for drawing. „ 

V. Suitable recognition will be given for clear statements, reasoning and calculations 
in solving the problems. 

VI. Candidates will be required to write a report, or letter, in which English compo- 
sition and legible handwriting will he taken into account ; and bad grammar, faulty 
spelling and errors of punctuation will be discredited. 

VII. Additional sheets of paper will be provided by the Examiner, if required. 
(Jply one side should be used, and the candidate should sign his name, and write the port 
and date, at the foot of each sheet. These particulars should also be given on the cover 
of each answer-book and on each sheet of drawing paper used. 

VIII. Reference 10 the mathematical tables provided for the purpose is allowed, 
except in respect of questions which distinctly state that such reference is not permis- 
sible. 

IX. Candidates may, if they wish, use slide-rules for checking their calculations, but 
in each case the full working necessary for arriving at the result must be shown in iuk, 
otherwise no significance will be attached to the answer. 

X. The question papers and mathematical tables, which are the property of the 
Government, must not be written upon or defaced in any way. 

XI. No candidate may leave his seat or the examination room without permission ; 
and if he leaves the room he will not be permitted to go on with any sheet or problem 
which he had in hand before leaving the room. 

XII. Candidates must not communicate with each other or use any unfair means. 

XIII. A candidate guilty of any breach of these rules will be subjected to all the 
penalties of failure, and may be excluded from further examination for such period as 
the Government may decide. 

• 

61. Mathematical Tables (Rule VIII). — All candidates for examination may use 
the examination room book of logarithms, which must always be kept under the charge 
of the Examiner, who will be careful to observe that it is not used to conceal memoranda 
prepared for these examinations. No other books will be allowed unless the question see 
specially states that a book may be referred to. 

All candidates may, however, be allowed to use their own tables of four-figure 
og arithms if they so desire. 

In allowing the use of such Tables, Examiners should be particularly careful to see 
that they contain no notes, formulae, or other inform itiou, either printed or written, 
apart from the actual tables of logarithms aud trigonometrical ratios ; and, before the 
commencement of the examination, any tables which the candidates propose to use should 
be examined to see that no«other matter is contained in them. 

62. * Leaving Examination Room (Rule XI). — In Uie event of a candidate being 
permitted to leave the room, the Examiner should substitute other questions for those 
which have not been attempted. 

# 63. Penalty for Breach of Rules (Rule XIII). — The circumstances attending any 

breach of the Rules or Regulations, or any disorderly or improper conduct in or about the 
examination room, should be reported immediately to the Chief Examiner, who will in due 
course advise the Examiner as to any penalty the Government may decide to inflict. 

64. Marking Worked Papers. — The value of the work done in all four sections of 
the first and second class examinations (Practical Mathematics, Drawing, Engineering 
Knowledge, Verbals) will be assessed and recorded in accordance with the following 
scale: — 

Marks 0 — 49 *= Weak, denoted by symbol W. 

„ 50 — 59 « Consider „ „ „ C. 

„ 60— - 74 = Good „ „ „ G. 

„ 75—100 » Superior „ „ „ S. 

In order to pass, a candidate’s work should be “ Good 99 in all four sections, but it 
must be “Good” or “Superior” in verbals. A “ Consider * in either the Practical 
Mathematics, Drawing or Engineering Knowledge paper may]be counterbalanced by a 
41 Superior ” in any of the other sections. Two “ Considers” or one “ Weak ” will entail 
failure.

65. Verbals. — The Examiner should deal with practical, rather than theoretical, 
questions in this division of the examination, and no candidate should be failed in the 
verbal examination without having been well cross-questioned on the points on which 
failure takes place. 

Questions on the management of engines and boilers at sea, the duties of the super- 
vising engineer, the work to be done to the engines, boilers and auxiliary machinery in 
port, and the periodioal examinations of the working parts, should form part of the verbal 
examination. 

It is considered of great importance that candidates for examination should have an 
extensive knowledge of the particulars of actual casualties which have occurred at sea, 
and be able to state how these might have been prevented, and how they were remedied. 

Should a candidate have had no personal experience of any defects, and be unable to 
describe casualties to machinery which may have occurred in the experience of others, he 
should be closely questioned as to his knowledge of boiler and engine construction and 
repair. 

As it is possible for a candidate to obtain pass marks in Practical Mathematics, 
although apparently unable to calculate horse-power from indicator diagrams, strength of 
boiler seams, etc., and, further, as a drawing may be passed as such although containing 
faults of a practical description, examiners should, as far as practicable, scrutinise 
the worked papers, and in each candidate’s verbal examination include questions on such 
practical deficiencies as may appear in his papers. 

The points on which a candidate fails in verbals must be reported on Exn. 37. 

66. Examination Results . — The result^ of examinations should be communicated to 
all candidates. 

67. Voluntary Retirement to be discouraged. —Voluntary retirement from any exa- 
mination should be discouraged. Each first ami second class candidate should be taken 
through the whole examination, at least? on first presenting himself, in order that his 
ability in all four sections of the examination may be ascertained and recorded. 

68. Failure in Examination. — Failure in a number of questions involving funda- 
mental principles, or in subjects ignorance of which might lead an Engineer to do 
something actually unsafe in the management of any part of a ship’s machinery ( e.g ., 
questions on manipulation and reading of the water-gauge, the danger of fire and explosion 
in motor vessels, etc.), will be regarded as failure in practical knowledge, and any 
candidate so failing may not present himself for re-examination .until he can produce 
proofs of six months’ further seivice at sea in a qualifying capacity, aB engineer on watch 
on the main engines or boilers of a foreign-going ship, or its equivalent in the home trade 
(nine months), subsequent to the date of failure. • 

In cases of failure, other than failure in practical knowledge, the candidate may 
present himself for re-examination at any time, but if ho fails three times in any part or 
parts of the examination within any period of three months, he will not bo re-examined 
until after a lapse of three months from the date of the last failure. 

In any cases of failure the re-examination must embrace all the subjects. 

6‘J. Reports Of Examinations. —Reports of examinations on forms Exn. 15 and 
Exn. 37, together with the candidates’ applications (form Exn. 3) duly completed, their 
lower grade Certificates, if any, and all examination papers which have not already been 
forwarded, should be sent to the Chief Examiner as soon as the examinations are finished. 
The candidates’ discharges and testimonials, except such as are directly addressed to the 
Examiners, should be returned to them.

APPENDIX F. 

Reading the water-gauge. 

Notwithstanding that the reading of the water-gauge is made a special feature in the 
examination of Engineers, many boiler casualties result from the Engineer of the watch 
either not understanding the construction of the water-gauge fittings or not satisfying 
himself by actual trial that the cocks, pipes, etc., are clear. 

Unless a candidate under examination is able to prove that he understands how to 
verify the indications of the water-gauge, he should not be passed in practical knowledge, 
and, as failure in practical knowledge involves the candidate going to sea for another six 
months before being eligible for re-examination, the Examiner should explain to such 
candidate his error, after failing him, in order to prevent further casualties resulting from 
bis want of knowledge on this subject. 

The sketches, Figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5, Plate I, represent the usual methods of attach- 
ing water-gauge mountings to marine boilers, the smoke-boxes being omitted, for 
convenience, from Figures 3, 4 and 5. The important features in each gauge and the 
method of verifying its indications are dealt with separately in the following remarks. 
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R«f«i*ring to flgurt 1 only. 

In this case the water-gauge cocks are attacked direct to the boiler, and the accuracy 
of the gauge when the boiler is under steam can be tested as follows : — 

First. — Let B remain open, then close cock I) and open cock E, and if steam issues 
it proves that cock B and the passage through the top fitting and gauge glass 
are clear. If no steam or water issues, either cock li or the passage through 
the top fitting and gauge glass is choked and the gauge cannot act properly 
until the obstruction is removed. 

Second. — Close cock B and open 1) and E, and if water issues, cock D is clear. If 
no water or steam issues, either cock D or the passage from the boiler 
through the lower fitting is choked and must be cleared before the gauge can 
act properly. 


Rtfcpflng to Plgupt 8 only. 

In this Case the gauge cocks are attached to a bent pipe of comparatively large 
diameter (at least 3 inches in the bore), the upper end of which communicates with the 
steam space, and the lower end with the water space of the boiler. Owing to the bore 
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of the pipe being large, it is not likely to become choked or stopped under the ordinary 
conditions of working. The water-gauge is, therefore, in practically the same condition 
as if it were attached direct to the boiler, as in Figure 1. This gauge, when at work, is 
tested in precisely the same manner as the one shown in Figure 1. 

Screw plugs are inserted at P.P. and Q.Q. by the removal of which the apertures in 
the pipe can be cleared, if necessary by the insertion of a wire or lod when steam is 
down. 

Referring to Figure 3 only. 

In this gauge there is an open communication from A to C through the column Y, 
and in order to “ blow through the glass ” it is only necessary to shut cocks D and B 
alternately, keeping fi open. But to u blow through the water-gauge? including 
the pipes H and 1, it is necessary, after blowing through the glass as described above, 
to shut A and C alternately, at the same time keeping B, D and E open for such time 
as will ensure the complete discharge of the contents of the gauge and its connections. 
Whm B, D ami C are clear and A choked, the steam lodging in the glass and 
in the pipe I leading from column Y to A becomes condensed and the water flowing 
through C to take its place rises in column Y and in the glass to a level above that of the 
water in the boiler. In other words, tlm gauge shows a false level. If now E be 
opened and water is blown out, then on E being again closed the water in the 
gauge will rise higher than before and be still further misleading. On the other hand, 
when B, I) and A are clear and C choked, the water, if any, in the glass is trapped and no 
longer rises and falls with the water in the boilgar or with the motion of the vessel ; it, 
however, slowly rises in the glass owing to the condensation of the steam in the upper 
part of the gauge until such time as E is opened, when the whole of the water in the glass 
is blown out ; and on E being closed, the glass does not show any water, notwithstanding 
that the water in the boiler may be at the proper leyyel. When the test cocks T.T.T. are 
attached to column Y, as shown in Figure 3, they cease to be reliable when either cock 
A or C or the pipe in connection therewith is choked, or nearly choked. 

Referring to Figure 4 only. 

Sometimes the water-gauge fittings are arranged as shown in Figures 4 and 5, with 
no passage up the column, the central portion (N) of the column being simply a pillar 
or connecting piece of any convenient section between the upper and lower portions to 
which the cocks B and I) are attached. 

By this arrangement double communications are obviated and there is no need 
for what is known as “double shirt off” in testing the accuracy of the gauge. When, 
however, the gauges are constructed in tkjp manner, the cocks B and 1) are unreliable as 
test cocks in the event of there being no glass in the gauge. This feature should be 
carefully noted. Moreover, when in working condition, the reduction of pressure in the 
glass which arises when E is opened causes the water in pipe H to rise above its normal 
level. This objectionable feature should also be noted. 

Referring to Figure 6 only. 

Sometimes there is a bend, L, in the steam pipe 1 leading from cock A to cock B 
This has occasionally escaped observation when new boilers have been fitted on board 
ship. In most cases this bend arises from the pipe being led in an abnormal direction to 

escape other pipes, beams or fittings near the smoke-box. With snch a bend the 

condensed steam collects in the pipe and falls to the bottom of the bend, and in time it 
completely fills the pipe from J to K. The steam from K down to the le\el of 
the water in the glass is thereby trapped and, as condensation proceeds, leads to a 
reduction of pressure in th<? pipe below that of the boiler and an equivalent rise of the 
water in the bend and also in the gauge glass. Wht . the vessel is quiescent the water 
in the gauge glass increases in height until cock E is open* d or until the pressure 

in the boiler is so much in excess of that in the lower part of pipe I as to cause 

tfce water in the bend to be blown into the gauge glass. In either case instantaneous 
change of water level in the glass ensues. 

In the ordinary course of working, the phenomenon described above is more or less 
modified by the presence of air in the upper part of the gauge and by the riBe 
and fall of the water in the boiler and gauge gists arising from the rolling or pitching 
motions of the vessel. 

Other Special Points to be noted. 

When the cocks A and C are omitted, as in Figure 2, it is owing to the 
bore of the stand pipe being sufficiently large to enable it to be regarded as part 
of the boiler. Such pipes require, however, to be examined and cleared at intervals by 
passing a rod through the holes provided for the purpose at P.P. and Q.Q, 

Cocks at A and C are not necessary for the testing of gauges arranged us shown in 
Figures 4 and 5. Examiners ought, however, to make sure that candidates are aware of 
the impossibility of testing the reliability of the indications of water-gauges arranged as 
in Figure 3 when the cooks A and 0 are absent, and of the effect which the choking 
of cock A or C or pipe H or I has on the indications of the test cocks T.T.T. attached to 
column Y. 

Probably more than half the steamers afloat are fitted with water-ganger as shown 
in Figures 3 and 4, and it is therefore specially important that engineer candidates, 
should thoroughly understand their construction, the principle on which they act, and the 
steps which must be taken to keep them in an efficient condition. 
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When gauge glass into it* place, it il specially important that it should not 

ha placed aa high M to prevent a clearingrodbetm* inserted at Q, Figures J, g, 3, 4 and i. 
This defoot, especially if it ooonra in a water-gaogeattaehed to a boiler subject to printing, 
permits a rapid eooumulatiou of. soum around the top of the glasssnd result* in the 
choking of the orifice leading from cook 0 to the gauge gles* in ea®h of the figures. 

When a gauge glass is too short, or is placed either too high or too low in the fittings. 
It is also liable to beeome choked by the packing material being foroed over its ends by 
the glands whilst being sorewed up. 

The use of uneuitable or insecure internal pipes in connection either with the 
ordinary glass gauge cocks of the description shown in Figure 1, or with test cooks which 
are jointed to the boiler itself, should also be carefully guarded against. 

Boiler casualties have resulted from the eoeks B and D having the parte wrongly 
placed as Bhown in Figure 6, Plate II. lu one oese of that kind, which forms the subject 
of Report No. 208 under the Boiler Explosions Acts, the engineer in testing the water- 
gangs omitted to see that the passages in the cocks B and D were clear when the handle?- 
tutre in their proper working pofitton. This defect could easily have been discovered if 
proper attention had been paid to the condition of the cocks. A defect of this nature may 
be due to faulty construction originally, or to the handle of the cook having been over- 
strained, and the neck twisted. Whether the passages in the plugs are fair and clear can, 
however, be verified in a few minutes. As an illustration, the water cook D, Figure 6? 
Plate II, can be verified by blowing through E with B shut and then moving the handle 
of D to one side until it is just closed, pad then to the other side until it is again just 
closed ; the proper working position of the handle is about equally distant from each of 
ihe above positions. The other cocks can be verified in the same manner.

When a water-gauge, that ie olear inall its parts, has been thoroughly blown through* 
the water in the glass rise# above the level at which it formerly stood, immediately- the 
drain cock £ ie closed, but if left undisturbed for a time it gradually falls to its fttrmer 
petition. The amount of rise which ocoure on these booations depends ohiefiy on the 
temperature of the oontents of the boiler and on the length of the pipes by which 
column Y is connected top and bottom to the boiler, bnt in cases wbere ; the gauge is of the 
description illustrated in Figures 3, 4 and 5, it amounts in high pressure boilers to about 
4 inches, while the time oocupied by the water in returning to its former level ranges 
from 30 to 40 minutes. The cause of this rise is twofold, namely (a) the- displacement of 
the oomparatively cold water in pipe H by hotter and proportionately lighter water from 
the boiler, and (6) a slight condensation of the steam and a corresponding fractional 
feduetion of pressure in pipe 1. The cause of the gradual subsidence of the water in the 
glass to its former level is also of a dual character, namely, (a) the cooling of the water ih 
pipe H, and { b ) the diminution in the condensation of steam in pipe I owing to the collec- 
tion therein of air released from the steam condensed. 

r These results will, however, be somewhat modified if the water in the boiler is' of 
higher density than in pipe H, and this will nearly always be tire case owing to the con- 
densation of the steam in the glasB and upper fittings of the water gauge, causing the 
water in the lower part to be fresher than that in the boiler. 

The Examiner should impress upon candidates the necessity for periodically blowing 
through the water-gauge on each boiler (no matter what the form may be) in a systematic 
and thorough manner, and, in cases where a boiler is fitted with two water-gauges, of 
keeping both in constant use ; finally, he should further impress upon them the necessity 
for keeping the water-gauges well-lighted, clean, and in all respects efficient. 


APPENDIX G.

Examination of Masters and Mates in Steam. 

These examinations are provided for the purpose of giving Masters and Mates who 
are possessed of Certificates of Competency an opportunity of undergoing a voluntary 
examination as to their practical knowledge of the use and working of the steam engine. 
The endorsement of a Master’s or Mate’s Certificate for “ Steam ” does not, however, 
imply that he is qualified to perform the duties of an Engineer. 

The examination is open to any person who holds a Certificate of any grade in the 
Foreign or Home trade, or as Master of his own pleasure yacht. 

Applicants should fill up the form of application, form Exn. 2, at the Port Office, pay 
the fee of Rs. 20, and deposit their Certificates and testimonials with the Examiners, who 
will inform them when and where to attend to be examined. The usual testimonials for 
sobriety and good conduct for at least the last 18 mouths preceding the date of application 
to be examined must be produced, and at least a week’s notice of the applicant’s intention 
to sit for examination should be given. 

If the candidate passes, forms Exn. 15 and Exn. 2, together with a written report of 
the examination and the. candidate’s Certificate, should be sent to the Chief Examiner of 
Engineers. The words “ Certified to have passed in 8 team," with the date and place of 
examination, will be entered on the Certificate and its counterpart, and the Certificate will 
be sent by the Port Officer to the Superintendent of the Mercantile Marine Office of the 
port named in tho form Exn. 2, and will be delivered to the candidate in the ustigl 
manner. V 

It the candidate fails to pasB, his Certificate will be returned to him at once, bnt he 
may not present himself for re-examination until the expiration of three months from the 
date of failure. 

The examination is for the most part viva voce, and extends to a general knowledge 
of the practical use of coal and oil fuel, the working of steam engines (including turbines) 
and boilers, and of the various valves, fittings, and pieces of machinery connected with 
them, and of the way in which electric lighting is carried out on board ship. 

Candidates must — 

(а) Have a thorough grasp of the construction of the steam engine and boiler, to 

enable them to understand the nature and importance of any defect which 
may be reported to them by the Chief Engineer. 

(б) Know the names and understand the uBes of the various parts of engines and 

boilers, and their connecting pipes, valves, cocks, etc. 

(c) Have a knowledge of the strength of materials, of the principal repairs 
required in connection with engines, boilers and pipes, and how these repairs 
are accomplished. 

(<f) Be able to form an independent opinion as to a broak-down, and the conse- 
quent propriety or impropriety of proceeding under Bteam with temporarily 
repaired or defective machinery. 
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;-<*) UnderrUandhAw to* estimate ej^oximatelythe redaction of fuel required for 
reduced speed, and be able to satisfy themselves as to the sufficiency of She 
coal or other fuel on board for the voyage. 

" Have an intelligent grasp of the general rnn of pipes and connections in the 
engine-room, the working of cocks, the opening and closing of cocks' and 
valves, and know how mistakes of. importance may be made and how best 
to guard against such mistakes. ' 1 

( g ) Be capable of being left in charge of the feeding of a set of boilers, understand 
the working of the water gangs, and be able to gaard against being misled 
by false indications of the gauge glass. 

(*) Understand the operations of blowing down and surfacing, the reasons for such 
practices and the danger which may result from the neglect of them m 
certain circumstances. 

A Master or Mate presenting himself for examination in Steam must be understood • 
to have made up for his want of practical experience by reading about the steam engine. 
He ought, therefore, to show that be intelligently understands the rationale of its action. 
Under this head he should be able to state approximately the quantity of heat required in 
the formation of steam, the relation of “latent” heat to u sensible " heat, how mucil 
steam can be raised by the combustion of one pound of fuel, what horsepower measure 
is, what indicated horse-power is, what is £he action of the slide valve, the course of the 
steam through the engine, the advantage of working expansively, and how the expansive 
action is shown by the indicator diagram. 

He should know the uses of the various parts of the engines and dynamos used for 
electric lighting, and how they and # the cables are fitted in the hull ; how wires are 
jointed, insulated and cased ; why it is desirable that they should be led along places 
which are dry and accessible ; what u short circuiting ” is and what are the causes which 
produce it ; what is its danger in coal bunkers and petroleum carrying steamers ; what 
are the uses of switches and cut-outs, and why it is so important to prevent short circuit- 
ing taking place. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen out of twenty questions 
in Engineering Knowledge. These questions will not b * difficult, theoretical, or book 
questions, but such as any man of ordinary capacity who has a fair amount of practical 
knowledge of the use and working of the steam engine ought to answer. 

Examiners will require all candidates to fill up a fofm Exn. 15 b (see Appendix B), 
and they will forward it to the Chief Examiner of Engineers with the report of the 
examination. 

If a candidate refers to any book, paper or memorandum, or obtains information 
from another candidate or any other person during the examination, he will be treated 
as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and will be excluded from further examination for 
such period as the Government may determine. 

The Examiners will report, in the case of failure, the nature of the question or 
questions that decided the failure, or the point in the management of the engines or 
boilers in which the candidate was deficient. 

Applicants for the voluntary examination need not necessarily have served on board 
steamships ; all that is required is that they shall have a practical knowledge of the use 
and working of the steam engine. 

PracticaMcnow ledge is best gained in the engine-room ; and the examination of an 
officer who does not produce official evi ience of service in steamships, and of experience 
of engines, must necessarily be more searching than in the case of one who produces 
evidence of such service and experience. 

~ The answers to the questions in Engineering Knowledge are frequently given by 
Candidates as learned by rote from a book. Candidates should, therefore, be asked such 
*viva voce questions as will necessitate answers in different words, so as to discover whether 
they have the root of the matter in them. 

A large part of the viva voce examination should be conducted on board a steamer, 
preferably one with which the candidate is unacquainted. He should be told to look 
about and try to find out the arrangement of the machinery without assistance, and the 
Examiner should be in the engine-room to see that this independent examination is pro- 
perly carried out. When the candidate reports that he thinks he knows the arrangement 
the Examiner will question him on the uses of the parts, get him to point out the 
different cylinders, pumps, valves, condenser, etc.; also the dynamo, its field magnets, 
armature, commutators, brushes, cables, etc. The candidate must show that he under- 
stands the run of the pipes in the bilges, not necessarily that he has gone over every one 
of them, but he ought to be directed to trace, at least, one important range of pipes, and 
th oroughly to satisfy the Examiner that he could be safely trusted to manipulate the 
valves or cocks in connection therewith. It will not often be practicable tor the 
candidate actually to work engines under steam, bn* he must satisfy the Examiner that 
he knows how to do so, and that he is aware of the precautions to be taken in regard to 
water in the cylinders, etc. It is most important that a candidate should show that, in 
the event of an acoident depriving him of the assistance of Engineers, he knows what to 
do to take his vessel safely to an anchorage, or to stop the engines and proceed under sail 
alone.

Appointment and duties of the registering officer. 

1. Every hackney-carriage in the Bankura Municipality shall be annually registered 

by a registering officer who shall be appointed for the purpose by the Municipal Com- 
missioners and who shall keep a register iu which he shall enter the olass and number 
assigned to overy hackney-carriage. t 

Qualification of drivers. 

2. Every person applying for a driver’s licence shall be required to satisfy the 
registering ofiicer — 

(a) that he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects a lit person 
for such employment; 

(h) that he is well acquainted with the principal streets, offices and places of interest 
in and around Bankura ; and 

(tf) that he has a thorough knowledge of the list of fares and tables of distances 
prepared by the Municipal Commissioners. 


3. Licences for hackney-carriage drivers and bearers for palanquins and rickshaws 
will be in different forms. There shall attached to each licence in Buch manner as the 
Municipal Commissioners may prescribe—

(c) not less than 13 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 2nd class 

huckney-carriage ; 

(d) not less than 14 hands high if intended to be used singly in a 2nd class 

hackney-carriage ; 

(s) not less than 12 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 3rd olass 
hackney-carriage ; 

(/) not less than 13-2 hands high if intended to be used singly in a 3rd olass 
hackney-carriage ; 

(g) thoroughly broken to harness 

(h) free from infectious or contagious disease ; and 

(») sufficiently sound and strong for oonstant hard work. 
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8. The harness shall be black in colour, of a decent appearance, strong and in good 
repair ; rope or iron chain traces may be used, provided they be covered with leather. 
No string fastening will be allowed.

Provided that hackney-carriages registered before the issue of these by-laws may, at 
the discretion of and on such conditions as may be fixed by the Commissioners at a 
meeting, be exempted from conforming to these dimensions, if such conformity is likely 
to cause hardship to the owners. 

The wheels shall be rubber-tyred, strong and sound so as to rnn true and without 
rattling or shaking, and shall be protected by properly fitted splash-hoards. The springs 
and axles shall be in perfect order and all iron-work must be strongly put together. 

The lining and cushions shall be cleaneand in good condition and the inside of the 
carriage perfectly clean. 

The hood and apron shall be made of strong leather and shall be so fitted as to make 
the carriage water-tight.

24. • No hackney-carriage shall carry more than four adult persons altogether in 
addition to the driver and attendant.

No, 13$9Medl. — The 8th May 1923 . — The following draft of rules, which the Govern- 
ment of Bengal (Ministry of Local Self-Government) propose to make under clause (j ) 
of sub-section (5) of section 101 of the Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal 
Act V of 1919), is published for the information of persons likely to be affected thereby. 

2. The draft will be taken into consideration on the 3rd August 1923, and any 
objections or suggestions received by the undersigned through district officers before that 
date will be duly considered : — 


Draft rules under the Village Self-Government Act, 1919, regulating tho 
powere and duties of union boards In regard to dispensaries. 

1. (1) A dispensary may, with the sanction of the district board, be opened or taken 
over by a union board at a meeting. 

(2) When a dispensary is thus opened or taken over, the fact shall be reported by 
the district board to the Burgeon-General through the Civil Burgeon. • 

2. The management of such dispensary and the general control of its staff shall bo 
vested in the union board. The union boardjtt a meeting shall appoint its own medical 
officer on such terms as it may approve, provided that without the special permission of 
the Local Government no person, who is not a registered medical practitioner, Bhali be 
appointed as such medical officer. 

3. (1) The union board at a mee^ng may, at any time for good reasons, remove a 
medical officer from his charge, provided that an appeal from its order may be preferred 
within one month to the district board, whose order shall be final, 

(2) The union board at a meeting shall remove a medical officer from his charge on 
the requisition of the Burgeon-General if misconduct or professional incompetence by 
reason of age or other infirmity is pro\ed against him to the satisfaction of the Local 
Government. 

4. Every dispensary shall lie subject to inspection by — 

(a) the District Magistrate, the Snbdivisional Officer and the circle officer ; 

(h) the ohairman and vice-chairman of the district board ; 

(c) any member of the union board ; 

(<J) the Civil Surgeon or any qualified medical officer deputed by him in this 
behalf, anil 

(e;) tho District Health Officer. 

5. The district board may at any time call for a copy of any inspection note- 
recorded at the time of an inspection made under rule 4, an<l whenever an inspection note 
is recorded by the District Magistrate, th^ Snbdivisional Officer, (he circle officer, tho 
Civil Surgeon or the District Health Officer a copy of such note shall forthwith ho- 
forwarded to the district board, provided that the note recorded by the District Health 
Officer shall be submitted through the Civil Burgeon, who shall forward it with his 
remarks to the district board. 

t». The medical officer shall be subject to professional control by the Civil Burgeon 
and all indents for medical stores shall be submitted by him to the Civil Burgeon for 
check and approval before tho stores are purchased. 

7. All business relating to a dispensary shall be placed before the union board al 
its ordinary meetings, provided that copies of the proceedings relating to the dispensary 1 
shall be recorded in a minute book to be kept in the dispensary. 

* 8. (/) The union board shall annually prepare a budget estimate of the probable- 
income and expenditure of the dispensary for the ensuing financial year and no expendi- 
ture shall be incurred in excess of the sanctioned amounts, except in accordance with a 
resolution recorded by the union board. 

(2) The estimates when duly approved shall be incorporated in the union board 
budget estimates. 

9. (1) A separate dispensary account shall be opened with the Post Office Savings 
Bonk and contributions from the district or union fund shall be credited to such account, 
along with donations, subscriptions and other receipts which shall be sent in tact to the- 
Savings Bank. Amounts required for expenditure may be withdrawn on duly vouched 
Dills passed by the president of the union board, and an account of withdrawals from tho 
Post Office Savings Bank and the disbursements therefrom and a subscription register 
shall be duly kept. 

(2) All claims in respect of dispensary shall be paid either from the imprest in tho 
hands of the medical officer or from the money withdrawn according to requirements 
from the Savings Bank. The medical officer’s imprest shall be of such amount as the 
union board at a meeting may prescribe and shall be recouped from time to time in tht> 
manner prescribed in the union board account rules.

(8) Au abstract of the dispensary accounts shall be incorporated under the appro- 
priate headings in the union board accounts. 

( 4 ) When the amount at credit of the dispensary exceeds the amount likely in the 
Opinion of the district board to be required for the maintenance of the dispensary, the 
district board may require the union board to invest the surplus in Government securities 
and the interest on such investments shall be credited to the dispensary account. 

(5) The invested funds and any other balances of the dispensary fund shall not be 
used for any purpose other than the establishment, improvement or maintenance of the 
dispensary. 

10. (7) The medical officer shall submit to the Civil Surgeon an annual report 

prepared in accordance with a form to be supplied to him by the Civil Surgeon and shall 
maintain the following registers and forms, namely : — 

(a) Register of out-patients (11. C. M. D. Form 2), 

( b ) Ticket for outdoor patients (B. 0. M. D. Form 10). 

(c) A daily account or cash-book showing actual receipts and expenditure in 

detail, to be totalled up at the end of each month. 

( d ) A stock ledger of medicines. u 

( e ) A subscription register. 

(/) A list of dispensary property. 

( g ) A visitor’s or inspection register. 

(A) A guard-file of letters received. 

(i) A blank book for copying letters despatched. 


(2) All registers and forms kept by the medical officer shall at all times be open to 
the examination of the union board. 

11. The medical officer .is responsible for the proper treatment of the sick, and this 
duty shall not on any account be delegated to a subordinate ; he is also res]>onsible for all 
matters connected with the comfort amf well-being of the patients and for the proper 
working of the dispensary establishment. 

12. The union board at a meeting shall prescribe the hours of attendance within 
which the medical officer shall be at the dispensary. He shall also give attention to 
urgent cases at other hours. The hours of attendance shall be clearly stated in a notice 
posted in some conspicuous part of the dispensary. 

13. The union board at a meeting may levy charges at rates to be fixed by them and 
approved by the district board, provided that fees shall not be levied from patients in poor 
and indigent circumstances. 

14. No medicines shall bo issued from the dispensary stock to any one who does not 
receive treatment ai the dispensary as an outdoor patient. 

15. (1) Tln» medical, officer shall, subject to such conditions as the union board with 
ithe approval of the district hoard may prescribe, have the privilege of engaging in private 
ipractice. 

(2) In prescribing conditions under sub-rule (7) the union board may in particular 
require the medic#) officer to supervise tho execution of such measures as they may 
4 undertake for the prevention or abatement of epidemic disease and generally for the 
preservation of the public health within the union. 

16. No medical officer shall have any interest in a private dispensary or druggist’s 
shop. In places where there is no approved druggist’s shop or private dispensary a 
medical officer may, with the consent of the Civil Surgeon and the union board, keep a 
private supply of medicines for the use of his private patients. 

17. Poisons shall be stocked in special bottles clearly labelled as such and kept under 
separate lock and key, which should remain in the custody of the medical officer in charge 
of the dispensary ; the doses in which these drugs are usually administered internally shall 
be legibly written on a conspicuous label. A list of poisons shall be hung up in the 
almirah specially reserved for the custody of such drugs. 

18. Menial servants may be appointed or discharged by the medical officer, subject 
to the approval of the union board, which may, if it so desires, retain in its own hands the 
appointment or dismissal of compounders.

The registering officer shall keep a register in which lie shall enter the class and number 
assigned to every hackney-carriage. > 


Qualifications of Drivers.

2. Every person applying for a drivur’s liconse shall be required to satisfy the 
regiHt 'ring officer — 

(a) that he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects a fit person 
for such employment ; 

(A) that he is well acquainted with the principal streets, offices and places of 
interest in and around Rangpur ; 

(e) that ho has a thorough knowledge of the list of fares and tables of distances 
prepared by the.

6. No hackney-carriage driver shall he allowed to drive any licensed hackney- 
carriage or carriages other than those specified on his license without the permission of 
the registering officer. 

Uniforms. 

7. The clothings of drivers and attendants shall bo clean. 

Description of Horses, Carriages, Palanquins and Rlokshaws. 

8. No hors© shall be used to draw a hacknoy-carriage unless lias been passed by 
the registering officer, and no horse shall be passed unless it is— 

(a) not less than 14 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 1st class 
hackney-carriage, 

(A) not legs than 14*2 hands high if intended to be used singly in a 1st class 
hackney-carriage, 
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(c) not Ires than 13 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 2nd class 
hackney-carriage ; 

(cf) not less than 14 h&nds high if intended to be used singly in a ^nd class 
hackney-carriage ; 

(c) not less than 12 hands high if intended to be used in a pair in a 3rd class 
hackney-carriage ; 

(/) not less than 13*2 hands high if intended to be used singly in a 3rd class 
hackney-carriage ; 

(</) thoroughly broken to harness ; 

(A) free from infectious ami contagious disease ; and 

( i ) sulliciently sound and strong for constant hard work.

(//) On the occurrence of local outbreaks of small -pox in his circle, to report to his 
Sub-Inspector the occurrence without delay, and to press on vaccination as 
rapidly as possible in and around the infected locality so as to vaccinate 
every unvaccinated person. 

(A) To report similarly as An the preceding clause every other epidemic occurring 
in his circle and coming to his notice. 

(*) To submit in the prescribed forms tho required reports and returns of his 
work. 

( j ) During the period from the 1st April to the 30th September every year, to 
carry out such duties other than relating to vaccination as may be ordered 
by competent authority. 

(A) In the month of September every year, to attend at the district headquarters 
and to undergo the prescribed course of instruction given by the Inspector. 

(/) To be responsible for the duo care and preservation of tlm surgical equip-

Whenever it shall come to the notice of a public vaccinator that any child 
required to be vaccinated according to the provisions of the Act is still unproVcc o< , e 
shall request the parent or guardian of such child to have the same so vaccinareu loriii- 
with and shall explain to him (he penalties he may incur under the Act il ho fails to < o 
so, and if such parent or guardian does not comply with the vaccinator’s requisition. the 
latter shall at once bring the matter to the notice of the Superintendent ol Vaccination, 
or other authorised ofticer in charge of vaccination. 

IS. Whenever it shall come to the notice of a public vaccinator that a person whoso 
age exceeds 14 j'ears is still unprotected, he shall request such unprotected person to 
submit himself to be vaccinated forthwith ; and in the event of the latter failing to do so 
the public vaccinator shall at once bring the matter to the 1 notice; of the Superintendent 
of Vaccination in order that the said unprotected person may ho served with a notice 
under section 11. 

19. When public vaccine stations have been appointed under the Act, and the; days 
and hours of the public vaccinators’ attendance at such stations have been lixed and 
published under section 14 (read with section 25), the public vaccinators attached to each 
vaccine station shall regularly attend thereat on the specified days and within the 
specified hours.

('/) “ Scheduled Worker ” means a male person over eighteen years of age who, 
having been duly authorised in that, behalf, works at any operation men- 
tioned in Fart 1 of the Schedule to (ho Act, or a woman, or male person 
under the age of 18 years, who, with such authorisation, works at a process 
involving the use of load compounds, in accordance with the regulations 
contained in Fart 11 of the said schedule ; 

O') 11 Inspector ” means, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, an Inspector appointed undPr section 4 of the Act, and includes 
Chief Inspector and any Inspector subordinate to him ; 

( / ) “ Examining Surgeon ” moans a registered practitioner authorized by a certify- 
ing surgeon under section 8 to examine persons and to grant provisionally 
the certificates defined in rules 2 (y ) and (//) ; 

(</) “General Medical Certificate” means a certificate in prescribed form granted 
by* a certifying surg *ou, or by an examining surgeon, to, or in respect, of, 
any person, certifying his age and fitness to work in a factory ;

3. Advice by the Inspector.— W hen it is notified to the Inspector that there is an 
intention to erect or establish a new factory, the Inspector may, and if the occupier so 
desires, shall, advise the occupier upon the suitability or otherwise of the occupier’s desigu 
with regard to their convenience for the observance of the provisions of the Act and rules, 
but not upon any other subject in connection with the factory. Advice given under this 
rule shall not bo deemed to exempt the occupier from remedying any defects which may 
later be subject to objection under the Act or (he rules. 

4. Manager Of factory. — During any period for which no person has been design, 
ated as manager of a factory the occupier shall himself be deemed to be the manager of 
the factory for the purpose of these rules. 
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PART III, — Kkristration of a factory. 


5. Notified factory.— When an Inspector receives a notice under section 33 (/) from 
any person occupying a factory, lie shall, if he lias not already done so, ino in e sue \ 
factory in liis register. 

(*,. UnnOtified fdVtory.- When an Inspector has reason to believe that any premises, 
situated within tin* local limits for which he is appointed and not already registered as. a 
factory, ought to be so registered, he shall send to the occupier ot the premises a notice 
intimating his intention of including such premises in his register of factories and shall 
furnish the occupier with a blank Korin A. The occupier, whel her protesting against 
the* registration of his premises or not, shall return Korm A correctly and completely filled 
to the Inspector within lf> days of the receipt thereof. 

7. Objection to registration.— Any person Served with a notice under rule f> may, 
within lf> days of the receipt of such notice, forward to the Inspector a statement setting 
forth his objections to the registration of the premises as a factory. Such objections 
c b 1 lull be accompanied by all the information required to complete Form A, if this has not 
already been furnished to the Inspector. 'The Inspector shal 1 consider ami dispose of 
such objections after making such inquiry as he may deem necessary, and shall then 
include such premises in his register of factories or not, as the case may foe. 


FART IV.— Safkty. 

t 

JS. Structures. — In every factory, all buildings, walls, chimneys, masts, bridges, 
tunnels, roads, galleries, Hours, platforms, stagings, and all structures in common use, 
whether of a permanent or temporary character, shall be so designed, constructed and 
maintain* d as to invol\e no danger to human life or safety : 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept, any sue 1 ! sti ucture if it is designed or 
constructed so as to contravene the piov isions of any other Act. 

l X Prime movers and machinery. In every factory, prime movers or other machi- 
nery, the steam boilers or other vessels subject to pressure, and all tanks and mains, 
together witli the liftings I each of tin* aforesaid, shall b«- free from dangerous structural 
defects. They shall atao be maintained sulliciently free from deterioration, and shall foe 
operated (or attended) by poisons of sullicienl experience or skill, to satisfy the Inspector 
that there is no danger to human life or safety from them : 

Provided that the Inspector shall nol accept any of the objects mentioned if they are 
of such a nature as to contravene the provisions of any other Act. 

10. Railways and transport.- In every factory, where there are within the 
precincts, railways, or other electrical or mechanical means of transport, such railways 
or means of transport shall be designed, maintained and operated in such a manner as to 
satisfy the Inspector that there is no danger to human life and safety from them : 

Provided that, the Inspector shall not accept, any such railways or means of transport 
if they arc so designed, liv'd utaiimd and operated as to contravene the provisions of any 
other Act. 

11. Smoking and use of naked lights.- No person shall smoke or use a naked light 
or shall cause or permit such light to foe used in tin* immediate vicinity of inflammable 
material in any factory ; and the Manager of every factory shall cause to be exhibited 
a notice- in English and the vernacular prohibiting smoking or the use of naked lights, or 
both, in all places where they would be dangerous, or where the Inspector may require, 
and shall take all other reasonable precautions to ensure the observance of this rule. 

12. Lighting.- Every part of every factory shall be sufficiently lighted during the 
whole of the |mu iods employed persons arc present in it, either by day or night, to avoid 
danger arising fiom yu perfect visibility, having due regard to the nature of the place 
and of the work carried on therein, and to a standard which is approved by the 
I uspec.tor. 

C). Fencing ( general ).— In every factory, all moving parts of machinery shall be 
securely fenced, unless they are so situated that they are in the opinion of the Inspector 
incapable of causing injury to workers. Fencing so erected shall be designed so that it 
is impossible for any person to puss between the fencing and a moving part ; and also in 
such a manner as to give protection to a person oiling, cleaning, or otherwise attending 
to the machinery, and to all persons who may foe in the neighbourhood of a moving part 
while it is in motion. 

14. Fencing (electrical). — III every factory, all electrical circuits or parts of such, 
ir any objects electrically connected with them, whether commonly or occasionally in an 
electrified condition and which by reason of their position could cause injury to the 
Dftrson, shall be protected adequately to the satisfaction of the Inspector either by fencing 
>r insulation, or by both, in such a manner as to remove the danger of injury : 

Provided that where automatic mechanism is installed for the purpose of immediately 
removing the electrification on the occurrence of a fault, such mechanism shall be taken 
into account by the Inspector when considering the adequacy or otherwise of the protec-* 
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Provided also that in no case shall the Inspector accept as adequate any conditions 
or combination of conditions which arts subject to objection under any other Act. 

L r >. Fencing (hoists). — Every hoist and teagle, and every place where commonly 
material of sufficient weight is raised or lowered, shall, where practicable, be so fenced as 
to prevent persona I injury in its descent. 

13. Fencing (pits). —Every opening, in the ground or in a floor, which by reason of 
its depth, situation, construction or contents, could cause personal injury, shall be so 
fenced as to prevent such injury. * 

17. Unsuitable fencing, — When any plant, machinery, apparatus, or fittings in a 
factory aiv not safeguarded from danger to human life, as prescribed in rules 13, 14, 15 
and 1C, such plant, machinery, apparatus, or fittings shall be deemed not to be securely 
fenced within the meaning of sect ion IS (/). 

* 18. Alternatives tO fencing. - I f in any case it is represented to the Inspector and 

agreed to hy him in writing, that fencing would unduly obstruct a manufacturing process 
being carried oil in the factory, or would he otherwise impracticable, such other protection 
shall be provided as the Inspector may prescribe inslead of fencing. 

19. Failure to comply with fencing orders.- If the manager of a factory has not 
complied with an Older to fence or otherwise protect any machinery, after having been 
requested to do so in writing by an Inspector, the latter inay, on a subsequent visit, serve 
on the manager an order in writing prohibiting the use of the machinery in question, 
until tin* orders have been carried out and passed by the Inspector as satisfactory. 

% 

PART V.— HkatjTii and Sanitation. 

20. Standard of space. — 111 every factory, there shall be provided for each person 
employed at one time in any room a breathing space of at least 500 cubic feet. For the 
purpose of this calculation, no height above 15 feet from the floor of such room shall be 
taken into consideration. 

21 Ventilation.- K very part of every factory where persons are employed shall he 
adequately ventilated in the approval of the Inspector. 

22. Injurious gasos. —Ill every factory where injurious, poisonous or asphyxiating 
gases, dust, or other impurities are used or are evolved for any process carried on in such 
factory the danger from such gases, dust, or other impurities shall he guarded against so 
far as is praol icahle. 

23. Prevention of lead poisoning. — No person shall be employed in any factory in 
any operation involving the use of lead compounds, save under the following conditions, 
namely : — 

(a) WlcTo lh«* dust or funic from a lead compound is produced in the process 

provision must he mado for drawing the fume or dust away from the persons 
employed by means of an etlicient exhaust draught, so contrived as to 
operate on the it ust or fume as nearly as may he at its point of origin. 

(b) The persons employed must undergo the prescribed medical examination at the 

prescribed intervals, and the proscribed record must he kept with regard to 
their health. 

(c) No food, drink, or tobacco shall be brought into, or consumed in, any room in 

which the process is carried on, and no peisou shall be allowed to remain in 
any such room during meal times. 

(d) Adequate protective clothing in a clean condition shall be provided hy the 

employer and worn by the persons employed. 

(c ) Such suitable cloak room, mess room and washing accommodation, as may be 
prescribed, shall bo provided for the use of the persons employed. 

( f ) The rooms in which the persons are employed, and all tools and apparatus 
used by them, shall be kept in a clean condition. 

21. Humidification. I» every factory or part of a factory wherein the atmosphere 
ip artificially humidified, whether intentionally or unintentionally, the humidification 
shall not be allowed to reach such a degree that it is injurious to the health of the persons 
employed. 

25. Drinking water. Ill every factory a supply of water fit for drinking, and 
consisting of at least as many gallons as there are persons employed in the factory, shall 
be provided daily free of cost. 

23. Such supply shall he derived either from a public or private supply of efficiently 
filtered drinking water, or from one or more wells or specially reserved tanks so situated 
as not to be polluted or contaminated hy organic matter or other impurities. 

27. Proper arrangements approved by t he Inspector shall bo made for maintaining 
in a drained and cleanly condition the area round the placo whole the drinking water is 
distributed. 

28. (/) When the drinking water is obtained from an intermittent public water 
supply, each factory shall be provided with a storage of water of uot less than ouo gallon 
tier head of persons employed.

(2) Tho Inspector may, at any time, in order to satisfy himself that the water 
supplied is fit for drinking, take samples for anulyhis, and the cost of tho analysis shall 
bo borne by the owner of tin* factory. 

2D. Limewashing. — In every factory tho inside surface of all walls of the rooms in 
which persons are employed, and all the cei lings or tops of such rooms (whether such 
walls, ceilings or tops be plastered or not), and all passages and staircases, shall be lime- 
washed completely every 14 months, to date from the time of last limewashing. 

30. The local Government may, by special order, exempt any class of factories or 
parts thereof from the provisions of rule 21), when they are of opinion that the said provi- 
sions are not necessary under clauses (a) of seciion 1), or are, by reason of the special 
circumstances, inapplicable. 

31. Painting. - All beams, rafters, doom ami other wood-work in every factoiy shall, 
if not limewashed as required under rule 21*, bo painted or varnished at least once in tive 
years and shall be kept clean. 

32. Cleanliness. — No manager of a factory shall cause or allow any rubbish, filth or 
debris to bo accumulated or to remain on any premises over which he has effective control, 
of such a nature or in such a manner that cHluvia therefrom may arise within the 
factory. 

33. No manager of a factory shall permit mid urition or evacuation in any place 
in the factory oilier than a urinal, privy or latrine as the cas** may he. 

31. Latrines* Every factory not exempted under t lie. proviso to section 13 shall be 
provided with latrine accommodation. 

35. All latrines and urinals within a factory snail be, kept in a sanitary state, and 
shall be limewashed every two mouths. 

36. All latrines in a factory shall be designed and constructed in a manner approved 
by the Ghief Inspector or (lie director of Public Health. La( riiics shall also be situated, 
maintained and tended in a manner approved by tin* Inspector. 

37. Every factory which is provided with hand-service latrines only and which has 
not been exempted under tin* proviso lo section 13, shall be provided with latrine 
accommodation in a place detached from the oilier factory buildings, and on the following 
scale, viz : -

31*. Powers of Certifying Surgeon. --The certifying surgeon may authorise any 
registered pract ii ioner to exeiVise, subject to the restrictions imposed by rule 51, the 
function assigned to (In* certifying surgeon by these rules, and may revoke such 
authority. 

10. The duties of a certifying surgeon as such, and of a registiicd practitioner 
authorized under section S to cxeicise his I unctions (that is to say, an Examining 
^Surgeon), shall comprise Hie examination of person^ on ployed in a factory or desirous of 
being so employed, and tin* grant to them, when <|iralilicd, ol such medical certificates as 
may be prescribed in lie* Actor t lie rules made ! hereunder, and the proper endorsement, 
suspension, or cancellation of such certificates. 

41. Certification fees. The occupier or manat/er of a faciory or person examined 
shall not be chargeable with any fee or consideration of any kind for an examination 
made or certificate endorsed, suspended or cancelled by the certifying surgeon or 
examining surgeon, and shall offer no such fee or consideration : 

Provided that a registered practitioner may be retained by tin* occupier of a factory 
as medical officer in consideration of a salary and that his dul ies to the occupier may 
include those of examining surgeon, but no examination made by him, or certificates 
grunted or endorsed by him, shall be paid for separately by the occupier in any form

— Every certifying surgeon shall keep a bound book con- 
taining formn in foil and counterfoil as reproduced in Form (J in the Schedule appended 
to these rifles, for use as general medical certificates, and a bound book containing forms 
in foil ami counterfoil as reproduced in Form I) for use as Scheduled Workers’ He lical 
Certificates. Such forms shall in each case he numbered eonseciiti vely, and shall be 
printed on durable material. 

45. Every certificate granted by a certifying surgeon under section 7 or 19B hIiuII be 
prepared by filling up the foil and counterfoil, on both of which shall also be impressed 
the. left thumb mark of the person in whose name the certificate, is granted. 

4b. The certifying surgeon shall, when satisfied as to the correctness of the entries 
made therein, sign the foil and initial the counterfoil, and shall deliver the foil to the 
person at whose request the certificate was granted. The foil so delivered shall he the

47. If the certifying surgeon refuses, for reasons to he staled in writing, to grant, to 
any person a general medical certificate, or if ho revokes such a certificate, granted by a 
certifying or examining surgeon, no fresh application fora certificate shall he made on 
behalf of such person until a period of throe months lias elapsed, unless the certifying 
surgeon otherwise giv<*s permission in writing at the time of revoking or refusing to grant 
(lie certificate. 

48. If a certifying surgeon refuses to grant to any person a Scheduled Worker’s 
Medical Certificate, or if lie suspends or rev*»l^»s such a certificate granted by a certifying 
or examining surgeon, no further application shall be made by, or on behalf of, that person 
for the grant or restoration of a certificate until alter such period not exceeding three 
months as the certifying surgeon may prescribe in writing. 

49. Every certifying surgeon shall taA’o lie* nainet aud certificate numbers of all 

children who have been granted provisional certificates since his previous visit, ami who 
art* not produced at the time of his visit, and shall forward the same to the Inspector 
tog • the r with a notice of tin* act ion taken by him under Mile 57. 

50. If so required by a manager or occupier, or by a poison, or by the parents of

01. Normal limits of working hours.- Ill, all factories and subject to any excep- 
tions and exemptions permitted under the Act or the rules made thereunder —

ih) For any period whatever unless in possession of a General Medical Certificate 
showing that ho is not less than twelve years of age ami fit to work in a 
factory. 

(./ ) Eor more than four hours without an interval of rest, unless his total hours of 
work in the day are less than five and a half. 

No Scheduled Workers shall he employed-- 

(A) for periods other than those defined in notifications issued under the Act in 
respect of sucli 4 work. 

No exemption or exception from sub-clauses (/),(//) and (A) is permissible in an y 
circumstances whatever. 


62. Underage children in factories.- If a child over the age of six years is found 
inside any room or part of a. factory in which room or part children are employed, and in 

t which any manufacturing process or work ineideir ■! to any manufacturing process is 
being cair ied oil. he shall, until the contrary is proved, be deemed to be employed in the 
factory. 

63. Exemptions.— When the manager of any factory desires to employ one or more 
persons contrary to sub-clauses («), (H (' h ('/), (O, \ j ), or ih ) of rule 61, lie shall, before 
doing so, inform in writing (in Form 11) the Inspector prescribed for this purpose, and 
shall also furnish the Inspector with all the relevant information he may require. ' f \'\m 
Inspector shall thereafter, as soon as practicable, inform the manager in writing whether 
or not his proposal is in accordance with any of the exemptions permissible under the Act 
and sanctioned by the local Government. If the proposal is sanctioned, the manager 
shall be furnished by the Inspector with an Exemption Order in Form K in the Schedule 
annexed to these rules, signed by the Inspector. 

61. (/) No person shall he employed in a factory for periods other 1 1, an those pres- 
cribed in sub-clauses (a i, (A), (c), (//), (*), (./ ) or (h) of rule 61, unless the manager is in 
possession of an Exemption Ordoa issued under rule 63 in respect of the person or cIuhs of 
persons so employed : w 

Provided that when the Inspector is in douhfc of the applicability to any factory or 
class of factories of any exemption sanctioned by the Local Government, ho may if he 
thinks fit, give permission in writing for the work to be carried oil as proposed’ by the 
manager, until the case can he enquired into, but in no circumstances shall he grant such 
permission for a period of more than one mouth, on or before the expiry of which he 
shall either issue an Exemption Order, or in the alternative, inform the manager that the 
exemption desired cannot be made with respect to llis factory. 
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(2) Where under the provisions of section 30, women are exempted from the 
provisions of section 27, the total overtime permitted shall not exceed six hours during 
the week. 

(J) Where under the provisions of sub-section (i) or sub-section (2) of section 
30 any persons are exempted from the provisions of sections 27 and 28, the overtime 
permitted shall not be such as to make the number of hours of overtime exceed forty in 
each month. 

(4) Where under the provisions of sub-section (2) of section 30, any factory has 
been exempted from the provisions of section 27, every person employed in such factory 
for more than sixty hours in any one week shall be paid, in respect of the overtime; at 
a rate which shall be at least one and a quarter times' the rate at which he is normally 
paid. 

(5) Nothing in rules G4 (2) to 64 (4) shall be deemed to prevent the prescribing 
of further conditions under section 30 of the Act. 

65. Nothing in rules 61, 62, 64, 65 shall apply to persons employed in a confidential 

capacity or in positions which may be defined by the local Government to be positions 
of supervision or management : t 

Provided that no position held by a child shall be so defined, and that no occupation 
of a child shall be doomed to be of a confidential nature. 

PART VIII.— Publications, noticks, returns and reothters. 

66. Copies of tlie Act, rules, and abstracts can be obtained from the office of the 
Chief Inspector of Factories, Bengal, at^ho price for the time being in force. 

b7. Porting Of abstracts and notices. — III every factory there shall be posted near 
the main entrance, in a position approved by the inspector, and protected from the 
effects of the weather by a glazed frame or other equivalent protection approved by the 
Inspector, the prescribed abstracts (Form F) of the Act and of these rules, in English and 
in the vernacular, together with a notice showing the standing orders of the factory on 
the following matters : — 

00 the time of beginning and ending work on each day ; 

(6) the periods of rest fixed under section 21^; 

0) the hours of beginning and ending work for each shift (if any) ; 

(d) the hours of employment of all persons employed ; a ml 

O') the weekly holidays fixed under section 22. 

68. The abstracts and notice required under rule 67 shall at all times be maintained 
in a legible condition, and shall be kept up to date*. Any change which may be made in 
the notice sha^ be intimated by the manager to the Inspector within seven days. 

69. A copy of the notice required under rule 67 shall be sent by the manager or 
occupier to the Inspector within one mouth of commencing work in a new factory. 

70. The notice proscribed in section 33 (/) shall be sent by the occupier or 
manager of every seasonal factory on or before the date of commencing work for each 
season. 

71. Accidents. — When there occurs in any factory an accident to any person 
which results in — 

(1 ) death, or 

(2) such injury that there is probability of death resulting, or 

(3) such injury that there is uo reasonable prospect that he will be able to resume 

his employment within 20 days, or 

(4) the permanent privation of a limb, or 

(5) the permanent loss of sight or hearing ; 

such accident shall be recorded by the manager or occupier and reported by him within 
live hours of its occurrence to — 

(a) the Inspector notified for this purpose, and 

(A) the District Magistrate, or, if ho by general order so directs, to the Subdi vi- 
sional Officer. 

All such accidents (unless fatal) shall be called in all prescribed communication 
Serious accidents.*' 

72. When there occurs in any factory an accident resulting in death, notice shall 
also be sent by the manager or occupier, within the said time, to the officer in charge of the 
police-station within the local limits of which the lactory is situated. 

73. When there occurs in any factory an accident to any person less serious than 
those described in rule 71, but which prevents or is likely to prevent the person from 
resuming his employment within 48 hours, such accident shall be recorded by the 
manager or occupier and reported by him as soon as practicable, but in any case within 
60 hours of its occurrence, to the authorities mentioned in clauses 00 and (A) of rule 71. 
Such accidents shall be called in all communications ‘‘Slight accidents.” 

74. When reports of accidents under rules 71, 72 and 73 are sent by letter, either 
through the post or by "’special messenger, they shall be in Form E iu the Schedule 
annexed to these rules, and when sent by telegraph or telephone they shall be confirmed 
by a written report in that form. 
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75. When an accident which has been reported to the Inspector as “slight** is 
afterwards known to be 44 serious ’* or* “fatal” or when one reported as “serious” is 
afterwards known to be 44 slight** or 44 fatal,** the manager shall make the necessary 
correction in a supplementary report which shall be sent to the authorities mentioned iu 
clauses (a) and (6) of rule 71. 

7o. Employment Register. — 111 every factory, there shall be kept correctly and up- 
to-date a register, of which Parts 1, II, III and IV shall be in Form G in the Schedule 
annexed to these rules, of all persons, whether male or female, adults or children, 
employed. Parti of the register shall include all men, Part II all women, Part III all 
male children, and Part IV all female children. Such register shall be called in all pres- 
cribed communications the 44 Employment Register.” 

77. When required by the Inspector there shall be added to the Employment 
Register in any factory or class of factories the following extra entries in respect of each 
or any of the persons employed : — 

(a) Whether he is employed directly by the occupier (D) of the factory, or through 
a contractor (C). 

(h) In the case of persons whose conditions of employment are contrary to sub- 
clauses (a), (//), (r), (</) or (**) of rule Cl, the number of the Exemption 
Order authorizing such employment. 

78. In all factories wherein any of the processes mentioned in the Schedule of the 
Act are being carried on the Employment Regjiter shall contain an additional section to 
be called Part V, in which shall be recorded the names and numbers of all persons 
engaged in such processes (Scheduled Workers), their periods of employment and such 
other information as the local Government may require by rules made under the Act. 

79. Children's Register. — In every factory where children are employed, there shall 
be correctly kept an up-to-date and written afresh, from 1st January in each year, a 
Register of children in Form M in the Schedule attached to these rules. 

80. Tokens for workers. — With the approval of the local Government, the Inspec- 
tor may require that every person Employed in any factory or class of factories while he 
is at work shall carry a token made of metal or other material approved by the inspector 
and bearing the same number as that shown against his name in the Employment 
Register. Such token shall be called in all prescribed communications as tin* person’s 
44 Employment Number Check.’* It shall be supplied free of cost by the manager of the 
factory, but a charge may be made for renewing it when lost, destroyed or defaced by its 
bearer. 

81. Space Register. — The manager of every factory shall maintain a register 
showing the measurement and cubical contents of each room in the factory, the area id' 
the floor-space in each 1 * 4)0111 occupied by the machinery or other lixtures, and the 
area provided for ventilating openings. 

82. Limewashing and painting Register.— The manager of every factory not 
exempted under rule JO shall keep a register showing the dales on which the different 
parts of the factory are liniewashed, painted or varnished. 

83. Annual return. — The annual return in Form L in the Schedule annexed to 
these rules prescribed by the Government of India by notification under section 38 shall 
he submitted in duplicate by managers or occupiers of factories to the Inspector on or 
before the 15th day of January in each year. 

84. Notice of premises ceasing to be occupied as a factory.— When any premises 

cease to be occupied as a factory, the manager or occupier shall give notice of the 
fact and of the date thereof to the Inspector, who shall, if satisfied that the Act is no 
longer applicable to such premises, exclude them from his register of factories. 

K5. Exclusion of a factory from the Register.— An inspector may, without such 

notice from the manager or occupier as is prescribed in rule 84, of liis own motion, at 
any time remove any factory from his register if satisfied that it has ceased to be a 
factory within the meaning of sub-section ( 5 ) of section 2 : provided that no seasonal 
factory shall be so Teuwved from the register on account of cessation of working if there 
is a probability of its resuming work within a reasonable time. 

8t>. Date Of incomplete returns. — The manager or occupier of every factory shall 
furnish to the Inspector, in addition to the returns specified in the Act or in these rules, 
any returns which may be prescribed from time to time by the Government of India or 
by the local Government. Returns made incompletely, incorrectly, or later than the 
prescribed date, are liable to be considered not to be returns in the meaning of the Act, 
and to render the manager or occupier who submits them liable to the penally prescribed 
in section 41 (/), namely, Ks. 500. 

87. FOfm Of appeal. — A notice of appeal presented under section 50 shall be in the 
form of a memorandum setting forth concisely the grouud of objection to the order 
and bearing a Court-fee stamp in accordance with article 11 of Schedule II of the 
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Court-fees Act, 1920, and shall bn accompanied by a copy of the order appealed against 
and sha4l lie to the following authority, namely, to a Board consisting of — 

(«) the Commissioner of the Division ; 

(u) the Civil Surgeon of the district ; and 

(m) a nominee for a year at a time of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce : 

Provided that, in either case, the appellate authority may, if requested by an 
appellant to apply the provisions of section 50, sub-section f3), hear the appeal with the 
aid of two assessors appointed by hucIi authority. 


PART I X. — Inspectors and Inspection. 

88. P0W6Pt Of Inspectors. — An Inspector may, together with such assistants, if any, 

as he may think fit to bring, enter any place within the area for which he is appointed, 
which is, or which he has reason to believe to be, used as a factory ; and tliejo 
make such examination of the premises, ways, works, machinery and plant, and of all 
registers or other prescribed records as may be necessary for the purposes of the Act ; 
and he may take on the spot or otherwise such evidence of any persons as he may think 
necessary to examine. t 

89. In addition to the powers mentioned in rule 88, an Inspector may, subject to 
any restriction that may be notified by the Local Government with regard to him, exercise 
such other powers as may be necessaryjor carrying out the purposes of the Act. 

90. Obstructing an Inspector.- The manager or occupier of a factory shall not 

obstruct or permit to be obstructed by auy person in the factory an Inspector in the 
exercise of his duty, and shall not fail to produce on demand by an Inspector any regis- 
ters or other documents prescribed by these rules ; and shall not conceal, or prevent or 
attempt to prevent, any person employed in the factory from appearing before, or being 
examined by, an Inspector; and shall not withhold such information as the Inspec- 
tor may require under these rules: provided that no person in any factory shall be 
required to answer any question of, or to give any evidence to, an Inspector tending to 
criminate himself. • 

91. Duties Of an Inspector. — The Inspector shall give to the manager or occupier 
of every factory within the local limits for which he is appointed such orders as may be 
required to bring the factory and the persons therein employed into complete conformity 
with the Act ami these rules. Such orders shall be confirmed in writing. 

92. A Register of Factories compiled from information received on Form A shall be 
maintained by the Chief Inspector of Factories, and an extract giving details of factories 
for each district shall be sent on or before the loth February of each year to the District 
Magistrates concerned. All changes in the list which may be made in pursuance of 
rules 5, ti, 7, 81 and 85 shall also be intimated to the District Magistrate as and when such 
changes are made. 

93. Every Inspector subordinate to another Inspector shall furnish the latter with 
all such reports and information as may bn necessary to him for the proper execution 
of his duties. 

94. Responsibilities Of Inspectors.— The Chief Inspector shall be primarily respon- 
sible for the administration of the Act in all areas of the province. The extent of the 
responsibility of each other Inspector shall be in accordance with the powers conferred 
upon him as declared by notification under sub-section (/> ) of section 4. in order that he 
may satisfy himself that the provisions of the Act and of these rules are duly ohserxed* 
an Inspector shall make such inspections of factories as may appear to be necessary to 
him, or to the authority to whom he is subordinate. 

95. The Inspector shall, at each inspection of a factory, satisfy himself that the 
provisions of the Act and of these rules relating to the health and safety ol the persons 
employed therein are duly observed ; that the children employed in the fact »ry have been 
duly certified and the prescribed register of children properly maintained ; that the hours 
of employment of all persons working in the factory are proper ly and continuously 
recorded in the prescribed register; that the periodical stoppages of work and the 
prescribed holidays are granted ; that the prescribed limits of hours of work are not 
exceeded ; and that the prescribed abstracts and notice are duly maintained and fixed 
under section 3t>, and lie shall note how far defects pointed out at previous inspections 
have been removed, and how far orders or recommendations previously issued have been 
complied with. 

9f». The I lisped or at each inspection shall enquire, sufficiently to ascertain where 
the responsibility for tlmir occurrence rests, into all accidents which may have taken 
place since the last inspection, and shall pass such orders or recommendations as may he 
proper for the prevention of such accidents. The Inspector shall report all such enquiries 
made by him, ami a copy of the report shall lie sent to the manager or occupier of the 
factory concerned. 

97. Report Of inspection.— As soon as practicable after inspection the Inspector 
shall report upon such conditions of the factory as are contrary to the Act or to these 
rules or as may Beem to him to require comment. A copy oi such report shall be sent to 
the manager or occupier. 
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98. Such extracts from the report of an Inspector made under rules 95, 96 and 97, 
as may be necessary for his information, shall be furnished to the District Magistrate by 
the Inspector, either directly, or through the Chief Inspector. 

99. In the case of factories situated in places coming under the Municipal Act, if it 
appears that there has been a disregard of the provisions of any Municipal or other Local 
Act relating to sanitary arrangements, removal of objectionable rubbish, the cleaning and 
fencing of water tanks or the like mat tors, the Inspector shall, without prejudice to any 
action which he is empowered to take under the Act and rules, draw the attention of the 
Chairman of the Municipality or other local bodies to the broach of the sanitary regula- 
tions in question. 

100. Inspection by District Magistrate or additional Inspector.— When in any 
area the District Magistrate or au additional Inspector exercising all or any of the powers 
of an Inspector makes an inspection, a copy of his note on the inspection shall be sent 
to the wholetime Inspector appointed for that area for such action as the latter may think 
necessary, as well as to the Manager if the Magistrate considers it desirable. 

f 191. DiSIISO Of dangerous plant. — Ponding the execution of an order under rule 91 
the Inspector may, when there is imminent danger to human life, prohibit the use of that 
part of the ways, works, machinery or plant to which the order rolates. 

102. Inspector’s records. — Every Inspector shall keep a record of all orders and 
lemarks made by him relating to each inspection. 

lo:i. Inspector entitled to all relevant information. — Any certificate, order, letter, 
report, or other document issued by au liisjfeclor of Factories or other otlicer duly 
appointed in this behalf by the Government or by a Municipality or by other public 
body, with respect to the fitness or safety of the factory or any portion of its buildings, 
works, plant, machinery, apparatus, or ways, or with respect to the fitness of persons 
employed in the factory, shall be properly filed and exhibited by the manager or occupier 
to the Inspector on his demand. 

101. A request by the Inspector for information necessary to establish— 

{«) the observance or otherwise of any provision of the Act, 

(VO the execution or observance of any order of art Inspector, or 

(r) the con lition, age, or history of any part of the factory, its plant, machinery 
apparatus or ways, bu far as such may be au indication of safety or danger 
in the use of such objects, 

if made (luring an inspection shall be complied with forthwith by the manager or 
occupier if the information is available in the factory ; and if made by letter, shall be 
complied with by the manager or occupier within seven days from the date of receipt, 
or as soon afterwards as the information can bo obtained. 

lof>. Appeal against an order of an Inspector.— Any person on whom an Inspec- 
tor has served one or more ol the following orders may, within 14 days from the receipt 
of such order or orders, appeal in the form prescribed in rule 87 to the Commissioner, 
ihe appellate authority may confirm, modify or reverse the order or orders : — 

(d) An order specif ying the measures to be taken to remove conditions of danger 
which the Inspector considers to exist in contravention of rule 8, 9 or 10. 

(/>) An order to provide fencing or its equivalent, which the Inspector considers 
to lie required under rule 13, U, 15, 16, 17, IS, or 19. 

(c) An order specifying the means of escape which the Inspector considers should 

bti provided in case of lire as require I by section 16 of the Act. 

(d) An order specifying the measures to be taken to avoid any injurious effect of 

gases, dust or other impurities which the Inspector considers to he required 
by rule 22. 

{e) Ail order specifying measures for such purifications of water used for artificial 
humidification of the atmosphere as the Inspector considers to be required 
by rule 24. 

(/) An order specifying measures for the attainment of the standard of lighting 
which Ihe Inspector considers required by rule 12. 

(//) An order prohibiting the presence in a factory or in any part of a factory of 
children whose age is less than that at which they may he legally employed 
in a factory, which the Inspector considers to be required under 
section 19A. 

106. When an appeal against the order of an Inspector is presented under rule J05 
the appellate authority may, and if so requested by the appellant in his petition of appeal 
shall, hear the appeal with the aid of two assessors. 

H47. When assessors aie to be employed in the hearing of an appeal against the 
order of an Inspector, the appellate authority shall call upon the body which is 
considered most representative of the industry concerned to appoint one of the assessors 
within a period of 14 days. When such assessor has been so appointed, the appellate 
authority shall appoint the other assessor ; and shall then fix the place, day and time for

hearing the appeal, of which due notice shall be given to the appellant and to the 
Inspector against whose order the appoai has been presented, and shall call upon the two 
assessors to appear and assist in the hearing of the appeal at the appointed place and 
time : 

Provided that if no assessor is appointed by the aforesaid body within the prescribed 
pori'od, or if the assessor so appointed fails to attend at the appointed time and place, the 
appeal may be heard without such assessor, or, if the appellate authority thinks fit, 
without the aid of any assessor, unless the appellant at whose request tho assessor was 
appointed objects to the hearing of the appeal. m 

108. An assessor appointed under rule 107 shall receive a fee of Us. 32 for assisting 
in the hearing of tho appoai. Such fees and travelling expenses shall he paid by the 
local Government, except that in cases wherein the assessors have been appointed at the 
request of an appellant against whom the appeal is decided wholly or partly, the appellate 
authority may direct that the foes and travelling expenses shall be paid wholly or in pari 
by such appellant. 

109. Suspension Of orders while under Appeal. — When an appeal is presented 
against the order of an Inspector, unless it is an appeal uudor clause (g) of rule 105, the 
appellate authority may, on the application of the appellant, suspend the operation of tho^ 
order of the Inspoctor ponding the decision of the appeal ; but where no such suspension 
has been granted, the Inspector’s orders shall be complied with notwithstanding that the 
appeal against it has boon presented.

The clerical service of the Secretariat, of the Government of Bengal is divided into 
two divisions — the Upper Division and the Lower Division. 

Drvfcit Division. 

2. Tim Upper Division of the clerical service in the Secretariat is grad'd as 
follows : — 

(a) Rupees 125 a month on probation for two years. 

(b) After confirmation a t me scale of pay, Kb. 150— - 10 — 25(1 — 15 — *100, with an 

efficiency bar at the stage of Rs. 250. 

(c) Two selection grades, one of Rs. 325 25 — 400 alongside the above time scale, 

and another of Rs. 425 —25 - 500 beyond it. The former selection grade is 
limited to L5 per cent, of the number in the Upper Division. 

Special pay of Rs. |()0 per mensem attaches to certain of the posts of Head Assistants.

RULES TO REGULATE THE TRANSPORT AND IMPORTATION OF 
EXPLOSIVES IN THE PORT OF CALCUTTA. 

Notk — U nless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context — 

“ Explosives as defined in section 4 of the Indian Explosives Act, LSS4, and as used 
in these rules — 

(a) means gunpowder, nitroglycerine, dynamite, guncotton, blasting powders, 
fulminate of mercury or of other metals, coloured fires, and every other 
substance, whether similar to those above-mentioned or not, used or manu- 
factured with a view to produce a practical effect by explosion or a pyro- 
technic effect ; 

(h) includes fog-signals, fireworks, fuzes, rockets, percussion caps, detonators, 
cartridges, ammunition of all descriptions and every adaptation or prepara- 
tion of an explosive as above defined ; ami 
(c') includes any dangerous substance which may have been ordered by the 
Governor-General in Council, under section 17 of the said Act, to be deemed 
an explosive. 

1. Except as is hereinafter 
limits of the port, any explosives «s 
the same description, 24 blue lig 
24 detonating signals with friction 


provided no vessel shall have on beard, within the 
xcopt two storm or danger signals, six smaller lights of 
hts, 24 rockets, or 24 socket signals with friction tubes, 
tubes, or, in lieu thereof, 24 one-pouud charges of 
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gunpowder for use in a gun together with a small box of friction tubes and a flask of 
priming powder, 24 private signals of any Company, and 12 red lights for each boat and 
life raft carried under the statutory rules for life-saving appliances (made by tho Board of 
Trade under section 427 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894), and a reasonable quantity 
of safety cartridges for the equipment of the vessel or for the personal use of the officers 
on board the ship, provided that the quantities held by them are declared in the prescribed 
Customs Forms A and B, respectively, or in the case of a foreign vessel, in the Stores 
List of such vessel. Detonators and their friction tubes shall be stored separately. All 
explosives which vessels are by this rule permitted to keep on board in port shall be 
stored in all cases in separate, detached and completely enclosed magazines for each 
description of signals. The magazines should be kept in a house on deck and stowed 
or ranged as far apart as possible, so that in the event of lire they can be removed or 
thrown over-board. 

2 . All inward-bound vessels carrying explosives, in excess of the quantity prescribed 
by rule 1, are prohibited from proceeding above Budge-Budge. 

3. Before entering tho limits of the port, the Master of every vessel having 
explosives on board shall make and sign a declaration in writing that to his knowledge 

•and belief there is not on board any explosive in excess of the quantity prescribed 
by rule 1. 

4. Masters of vessels having on board explosives belonging to the following classes, 
as laid down in the Indian Explosives Rules, *19 14, shall make their own arrangements 
for the discharge of the explosives : — 

Cla*8 1 — Gunpowder. 

„ 2 — Nitrate mixture. „ 

„ 3 — Nitro-coinpoundSv 
„ 6 — Ammunition (detonators only). 

5. All boats or barges containing explosives shall carry a red flag not less than 
3 feet by 2 feet in size. 

6. No smoking and no fire or light of any description except the red lamp between 
sunset and Bunrise, shall be permitted on board of any boat which has explosives on 
board. 

7. Explosives of all classes should, if possible, be discharged into wooden boats, barges 
or lighters. Iron or steel boats, barged or lighters may be used provided a wooden floor is 
laid and the sides are effectually covered with leather, wood, cloth or similar suitable 
material, so as to prevent the packages containing explosives coming in contact with 
naked metal. 

8. No cargo boat shall be employed for the conveyance of explosives between 
Mo yap u r, Diamond Harbour and Dluberia, unless covered by a special liconse issued by 
the Port Commissioners. Such license will only be issued to cargo boats classified as 
class I in the Port Commissioners’ schedule, which are provided with the safeguards men- 
tioned in rule 7. The licenses must certify that tho conditions stated above have been 
met and will require to be renewed at intervals of not more than four calendar months. 

9. All boats, barges and lighters carrying explosives shall carry a buoy on deck 
with 15 fathoms of 3* rope, one end being attached to the buoy and one end to the boat, 
barge or lighter. Th<* rope shall be attached to such part of the boat, barge or lighter 
as is moBfc clear of spars, gear or other obstruction, the position to be approved by the 
licensing authority. 

10. The buoy shall he a drum painte i in red, l'-9 f in length and l'-2* in diameter, 
properly strapped with an iron hand in t ho middle having a ring attached for securing 
the rope and shall be approximately of the shape of the diagram set forth below, viz. —

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Explosives that may be landed at Moyapore. 

11. Explosives of classes 1, 6 and 7, that is to say, gunpowder, ammunition and fire- 
works as specified in the rules issued under the Government of India, Commerce and 
Industry Department, notification No. 4013-33, dated the 6th June 1914 (hereinafter 
referred to as the Indian Explosives Rules, 1914), if the quantity thereof is in excess of 
that prescribed in rule 1, shall be landed and deposited in the magazine at Moyapore. 

12. Explosives of classes 2 and 3, division 2 (as specified in the Indian Explosives 
Rales, 1914) such as small-arms nitro-cornpounda may be landed and deposited in the 
magazine at Moyapore provided that such explosives are by their nature and composition 
suitable for use only in the loading of safety sporting cartridges and are not intended 
for or suitable for blasting purposes. 

13. Explosives of classes 1 to 7 specified in the Indian Explosives Rules intended 
for despatch up-country may be discharged into boats only at Moyapur or Diamond 
Harbour and transported thence under Police guard to Ulubcria or Diamond Harbour 
railway stations and there loaded into railway wagons for discharge to a magazine declar- 
ed suitable by the Government of Rongal under rule 24 of the Indian Explosives Rules, ^ 
1914, subject to the following restrictions, viz. : — 

1. The transport should be covered by a pass to be granted by the District 
Magistrate, 24-Parganas. • 

II. The loading into and unloading out of boats should be done during daylight. 

III. No boat with explosives sl^ll be moored at Uluboria station inside the 

railway boundary. 

IV. Explosives shall be removed direct from boats to wagons. 


14. For the convenience of vessels having ship’s gunpowder, ammunition and fire- 
works on board, a properly constructed powder-boat shall always be in attendance oil* the 
magazine for landing and shipping such explosives. No charge wi 11 be made for the use 
of the boat for landing these ship’s explosives, but the responsibility of the magazine- 
keeper in respect ufpthc ship’s explosives shall not commence until they are landed on the 
bunk, and shall cease as soon as they are shipped on board the boat. Every precaution 
shall be taken to insure the safety of the explosives while in the boat, but the landing 
and shipping shall be at the risk of tl in vessel. 

lf>. Vessels bringing consignments of trade explosives shall be allowed the use of 
the magazine powder-boat ; but, should passing vessels require the use of the boat to put 
out or take in ship’s explosives, such vessels shall be accommodated before the boat is used 
to discharge explores brought as cargo. The landing of trade explosives, whether the 
station boalH or private boats are. employed, shall be at the risk and expense of the 
consignees of ih-» explosives, and no liability shall be accepted for damage sustained 
while' in course of landing or until the consignments are stored in the magazine. 

16. Masters of vessels requiring the use of the magazine powder-boats shall hoist 
a tlag at the fore-topmast head on coming in sight of the magazine, as a signal to tho 
keeper to have the boat, and coolies in attendance.. 

17. Masters of vessels shall mark the names of their respective vessels on the barrels 
and packages of ship’s explosives previously to their being landed ; if not marked, they 
shall not be received by the magazine powder-boat. 


18. The magazine- keeper shall give to the Master of any vessel landing explosives 
at the magazine a receipt for the number of packages, and the magazine-keeper shall be 
accountable to such Master for the re-delivery of such packages. 

19. A clerk shall always be in attendance in the magazine powder-boat, and shall 
receive from the Master the declaration specified in rule 3. 


20. If any vessel shall be prevented, by stress of weather or by being in distress, 
from" landing or depositing any explosives which are in excess of the quantity prescribed 
bv rule 1, such vessel may be permitted to come up to the lower limits ot the ^poit, but 
shall not prooo.nl above Matteabrooj Ghat, and the Master of such vessel shall forth-*., 
give notice to the Harbour Master of bis having such explosives on board, and shall 
the Harbour Master’s directions relating to the same.

21 Masters of outward-bound vessels, who may require ship’s explosives for their 
outward voyage, shall not take such explosives on board m any part of the nver above 
Budge-Budge, with the exception of a quantity not exceeding that prescribed in rule 1.

inform the Harbour Master of the date on which the vessel will pass the magazine 
on tw ar d-bo u mi ^ ami , on receipt of this information, orders shall be forwarded to the 
maeazine- keeper to place the said explosives in the magazine powder-boat, and o sent 
t oir lt such ti.ne P as will avoid any detention of the outward-bound vessel.

23. Such boats ub are approved for this purpose by the Boat Surveyor to tfae Port 
Commissioners shall he permitted to take on board at the Moyapore Magazine and bring 
as far as Prinscp's Ghat, under cover of licenses to he granted by the Commissioner of 
Police in such form as may he proscribe 1 by the Local Government, 500 lbs, of trade 
gunpowder which is the property of dealers and consignees. For each boat the dealers 
shall supply an armed guard (pensioned sepoy), whom the Commissioner of Police, 
Calcutta, will select. 

24. Delivery of trade gunpowder into boats at the Moyapore Magazine for con- 
veyance to Calcutta shall only be made upon orders issued by the Port Commissioners. 

25. No boat conveying gunpowder in accordance with the provisions of rules 23 
and 24 shall lie allowed to proceed above Prinsep’s Ghat. No powder shall bo landed at 
any ghat, other than at Priusep's Ghat, except with the special permission of the Port 
Commissioners. 

20. The provisions of rules 23, 24 and 25 shall apply to Chinese crackers, provided 
tBat dealers in Chinese crackers shall not be required to employ an armed guard or to 
maintain a boat exciusi v ely for the purpose of carrying Chinese crackers. The boats 
that are used for this purpose must be approved by the lk»at Surveyor to the Port Com- 
missioners. ^

27. Explosives specified in the first division, class 6, of the Indian Explosives Rules, 
1214, viz., safety cartridges, safety fuzes for biasring, railway fog-signals, and percussion 
caps which have been brought as part of a general cargo, and placed on board tin* vessels 
while lying in dock at ports of shipment, may be brought into port and landed at the 
docks or jetties in accordance with the regulations prescribed in that behalf in the Port 
Commissioners’ by-laws. 

The term “ safety fuze” means a fuze for blasting which burns and does not explode, 
and which does not contain its own means of ignition, and which is of such strength and 
construction and contains an explosive in such quantitv that the burning of such fuze 
will not communicate laterally with other like fuzes. 

The expression u safety cartridges ” means cartridges for small-arm* of which the 
case can be extracted from the small-arm after firing, and which are so closed as to 
prevent any explosion in one cartridge being communicated to other cartridges. The 
term also includes rifle-calibre machine-gun cartridges if they are of the above descrip- 
tion, whether they are for use with machine-guns having chambers identical with those 
of rifles, or with machine-guns which have special chambers. 

The maximum diameter at which a smah-arin or machine-gun cartridge can be 
accepted as 41 safety ” is one inch. 

28. Explosives shall not be landed within the port or at Moyapore or Diamond 
Harbour at any time when it is necessary to use artificial lights, and no explosives shall 
be landed, received into, or deli vered from the magazine when it i* necessary to use 
artificial lights. 

29. Whoever contravenes any of the provision-) of rule 2. 3, 4, 5, f», 7, H, 2, lo, 20, 21, 
23, 25 or 28 shall be punished with fine which may extend to th * amount mentioned 
in the proviso to section 5 (3 ) of the Indian Explosives Act, 1884 (IV of l&Xi).

1. Kvery hackney-carriage in the Bhadreswar Municipality shall be annually regis- 
tered by a Registering Oflicor wdio shall be appointed for the purpose by the Municipal 
Commissioners and wlio Nhall keep a register in which be shall enter the class ami 
number assigned to every hackney-carriage. 

Qualification of Drivers.

17. No Inickney-carriilgo shall carry more than four adult persons altogether, in 
addition to tin* driver and attendant.

A charge, not exceeding two annas may bo levied for every ten seers or part thereof 
in excess of the above free allowance. 

Inspection of Haokney-oarrlagee. 

Lit. Ii shall he lawful for any police officer of and above the rank ol Sub-Inspector 
and Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector and the Overseer of the Municipality, at any 
time, between sunrise and sunset to enter any premises on which any licensed hackney- 
carriage or the horses or other animals, harness or other things used therewith are kept 
in order to carry out any provision of this Act, or those by-laws, and the owner, occupier 
or his agent shall afford every facility for such officer’s inspection. 


Protection of weak and lame horses. 

20. It shall l>o lawful for tho Registering Officer at any time to cause any animal 
used in hackney-carriage to he produced before him for tho propose of inspection, and it 
shall he compulsory upon the owner to produce any such animal within twenty-four 
hours on the receipt of such notice. 

21. The owner of any animal declared under section 30 to be unfit for use in a 
hackney-carriage shall, if he disposes of it, or removes it from tho premises on which it is 
stabled, give notice of the fact to tho Registering Officer, within one week of such disposal 
or removal, intimating at the same time the name and address of the person to whom he 
has disposed of it and the place to which it has been removed. 

22. Notice of death of a registered horse shall also he given to tho Registering 
Officer, who on receipt of such notice shall cause the entry concerned to be cancelled in 
the “ Register of horses ” and tho certificate of registration to be withdrawn.

r 2. Method Of direct recruitment. — Direct recruitment for these services will be 
made on the results of a competitive examination, but Government reserve the right to 
appoint by nomination from the list of qualified examinees individual candidates belong* 
ing to the backward classes and other minorities if the results of the .examination fall to 
secure the representation of such classes o: comm unities. 

3. Choice Of service* — Each candidate for direct recruitment will be required to 
.. specify in bis application the service or services for which he desires to compete, 
placing these in the order of his preference, arfd the choice thus indicated will be final.

Regulations, etc., for admission by a competitive examination of seleoted 

oandldates to be held In 1923. 

1. A competitive examination for admission to the Indian (Imperial) Police Force 
will be hold on the 19th November 1923. The examination will bo confined to candidates 
selected by a Selection Committee from those nominated by District Officers with 
reference to the conditions of eligibility stated ftdow. 

2. The subjects of the examination are as follows: — 

CLASS I. — Obligatory. 

1. English. 

2. Orography and Indian History. 

3. Mathematics (elementary). 

4. General knowledge (questions on current events, general history and similar 
subjects with which any educated hoy should be acquainted).

Class II.— Optional. 

1. Sanskrit. 

2. Arabic. 

3. Persian 
•l. Latin. 

5. French. 

G. Physics and Chemistry. 

7. Higher Mathematics. • 

8. Political Economy. 

9. English language and literature. 

10. General survey of Constitutional Law. 

11. Criminal law, including Criminal Procedure. 


The maximum number of marks obtainable for each of the above subjects, whether 
Obligatory or Optional, is 2,000. 

All subjects of Class I must be taken up ; not more than two of the subjects of 
Class 11 may bo taken up. 

The standard in subjects of Class I, except Mathematics, will be the Intermediate. 
The standard in Mathematics will be below the Intermediate as explained in Appendix I. 
The standard in the Optional subjects will be that of the B.A. (pass) of an Indian 
University. Candidates will be required to reach these standards in each of the four 
Obligatory subjects, but candidates who fail in only one Obligatory subject but, make 
6,000 marks or more in the aggregate will take tlieir place in the list of qualified candi- 
dates according to the aggregate of the marks obtained. 

3. Place of examination. — The examination will be conducted by the Educational 

Commissioner with the Government of India. The centre of examination for candidates 
from Bengal will be Calcutta. * « 

4. Examination fee. — A fee of Rs. 5 is required from all candidates on submission 
of their application to the District Officer for nomination. The fee payable must be paid 
by means of postage stamps of the specified amount affixed to the application. A further 
fee of Ks. 60 is to be paid by candidates chosen for admission to the examination. 
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5. Conditions of eligibility. — Every candidate must be a British subject, jind at the 
time of his birth bis father must have been a natural-born British subject. Tho decision 
of the Government of India as to whether a candidate satislies these conditions shall be 
final. Candidates must, without exception on any ground , be above 21 and under 24 
years of age on the 1st August 1923. 

Every candidate must possess a degree ; but in special cases the Local Government may 
accept the Intermediate or Cambridge Senior qualification, provided in the opinion of 
the Local Government the candidates seem promising young men of sufficient general 
education and in all ways suitable for selection to the Indian Police. 

Candidates must be of respectable antecedents and must submit references as to 
character and testimonials of good behaviour and of suitability for the Indian Police. 

6. Form of application . — Application to compete at the examination must be made 
on a printed form to be obtained from the Chief Secretary to tho Government of Bengal, 
Calcutta, or from any District Officer, and to be lodged with the necessary documents to 
the District Officer or Chairman, Calcutta Corporation (for candidates in Calcutta), not 
later than tho 1st September 11*23. 


No applications received after that date can he considered. 

7. Canvassing. — Any candidate attomptiug to oanvaH either by himself or through 
the agency of relatives, friends, patrons or officials will be disqualified. 

8. Medical examination. — Those candidates who are successful in the literary 
examination will be required, shortly after the result of that examination is declared, to 
undergo a strict examination by Medical Board* in Calcutta as to their physique and 
capacity for active out-door work. Instructions as to the dale and time of this examina- 
tion will be issued by the Government of Bengal to successful candidates who will be 
required to pay a fee of Rs. 16 each for tho examination. 

9. Apjnnntmeut of probationers — The Secretary of State will nominate as proba- 
tioners such competitors as attain the highest aggregate of marks [provided that they 
obtain the minimum aggregate of 6,000 marks ( see paragraph 2) and that they pass tho 
medical examination and satisfy the requisite conditions in other respects].

(t7) a pair of corresponding angles are equal, or 

{Hi) a pair of interior angles on the same side of tho cutting lino are together 
equal to two right angles, then tho two straight lines are parallel ; and tho 
converse. 

Straight lines which are parallel to the same straight line are parallel to one another. 

Triangles and Rectilineal figures. 

The sum of the angles of a triangle is equal to two right angles. 

If the sides of a convex polygon are produced in order, the sum of tho angles so 
formed is equal to four right angles. 

If two triangles have two sides of the one equal to two sides of the other, each to 
each, and also the angles contained by these sides equal, the triangles are congruent. 

If two triangles have two angles of the one equal to two angles of % the other, each 
to each, and also one side of the one equal to the corresponding side of the other, the 
triangles are congruent. 
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If two sides of a triangle are equal, the angles opposite to these sides are equa? ; and 
the Converse. 

If two triangles have the three sides of the one equal to the three sides of the other, 
each to each, the triangles are congruent. 

If two right-angled triangles have their hypotenuses equal, and one side of the one 
equal to one side of the other, the triangles are congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are unequal, the greater side has the greater angle opposite 
to it ; and the converse. 

Of all the straight lines that can be drawn to a given straight line from a given point 
outside it, the perpendicular is the shortest. 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are equal ; each diagonal bisects the 
parallelogram and the diagonals bisect one another. 

If i line are three or more parallel straight lines and the intercepts made by them on 
any straight line that cuts them are equal, then the corresponding intercepts on any other 
Straight line that cuts them are also equal. 


Areas . 

Parallelograms on the same or equal base, and of the same altitude are equal in area. 

Triangles on the same or equal bases and of the same altitude are equal in area. 

Equal triangles on the same or equal bases are of the same altitude. 

Illustrations and explanations of the geometrical theorems corresponding to the 
following algebraical identities : — 

k(a + b + e+ . .) = ka + kb + kc-f ... 

(a + b) 2 ^a 9 +2ub + b*. 

(a-b)*==a*-2ab + b 2 . 
a 2 - b“=(a+ b) (a - b). 

The square on a side of a triangle is greater than, equal to, or less than, the sum of 
the squares on th<* other two sides, according as the an»le contained hv those sides is 
obtuse, right, or acme. Thu difference in the case of inequality is twice tin* rectangle 
contained by one of the two sides and the projection on it of the other. 


Loci. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two fixed points is the perpendicular 
bisector of the straight line joining the two fixed points. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two intersecting straight lines consists 
of the pair of straight lines which bisect the angles between the two given lines. 


. The Circle . 

A straight line drawn from the centre of a circle to bisect a chord which is not the 
diameter is at right angles to the chord ; conversely the perpendicular to a chord from 
the centre bisects the chord. 

There is one circle, and one only, which passes through thi* e given points not in a 
straight line. 

In equal circles (or in the same circle), (/) if two arcs subtend equal angles at the 
centres, they are equal ; (ii) conversely, if two arcs are equal, they subtend equal 
angles at the centres. 

In equal circles or in the same circle), (t) if two chords arc equal, they cut off equal 
arcs ; (ii) conversely, if two arcs are equal, the chords of the arcs are equal. 

Equal chords in a circle are equidistant from the centre ; and the converse. 

The tangents at any point of a circle and the radius through the point are perpendi- 
cular to one another. 

If two circles touch, the point of contact lies on Ihe straight line through the centres. 

The angle which an arc of a circle subtends at the centre is double that which it 
subtends at any point on the remaining part of the circumference. 

Angles in the same segment of a circle are eoual ; and if the line joining two points 
subtends equal angles at two other points on the Hdine side of it, the four points lie on a 
circle. 

The angle in a 83ini circle is a right angle, the angle in a segment greater than a 
semi-circle is less than a right angle, and the angle in a segment less than a semi-circle is 
greater than a right angle. 

The opposite angles of any quadrilateral inscribed in a circle are supplementary ; 
and the converse. 

If a straight line touch a circle and from the point of contact a chord be drawn, the 
angle which this chord makes with the tangent are equal to the angles in the alternate 
segments. 

Tf? chords of a circle intersect either inside or outside the circle, the rectangle con- 

to ftfoe rectangle contained by the parts of the other.

4. The examination of candidates shall bt* held on such dates within the month of 
February or March in each year as shall be appointed and duly notified by the Com- 
mittee. 

6. The examination shall he held at Calcutta, Gauliati and Sylhet. 

6. The examination shall be conducted in English, by written questions. 

7. The questions shall be prepared by the Examiners and shall be so framed as to 
tost tho knowledge of the candidates in the subjects mentioned in the rules passed by the 
High Court for tho qualification, svlmissiou and enrolment of Mukh tours in inufassal 
courts, and they shall be so drawn Atat a candidate may able to pass by studying the 
regulations, enactments and text-books therein specified. 

8. Tho number of marks to which each candidate shall ho entitled for his answers 
to tho questions shall bo determined by the Examiners, subject to tho control of the 
Committeo. 

9. No candidate will bo allowed to take into tho examination room any books, 
private memoranda or paper of any description, and any one detected in doing ho will not 
bo permitted to undergo examination. Any candidate found to be using unfair means 
while undergoing examination may be summarily ejected from the examination room, and 
refused admittance for the remaining portion of the examination. 

All cases in which candidates use or attempt to use any unfair means in connection 
with the examination, or in which any person assists or attempts to assist any candidate 
by unfair means, shall he reported to the Committee. The Committeo shall have power to 
pass any order which it hiay consider to be proper, including forfeiture of all ben* lit 
from any part of the examination already undergone, forfeiture of fees paid, and prohibi- 
tion from appearance at tho remaining portion of Lhe examination, or at all or any future 
examinations. 

10. When the examination shall have been concluded, the Committeo shall submit 
to Government the names of those candidates who have passed, together with a report of 
their proceedings. 

11. Tho names of tho successful candidates shall be published in tho (1) Calcutta

roll, or objections to any names entered in the roll, are to be preferred. 

XI. All such claims and objections to the roll shall be made in writing 
within forty days from the date of tho publication of tho roll under Regula- 
tion IX and where objection is made to tho inclusion in tho roll of any 
person whose namo appears therein, shall give in respect of such person all 
tho particulars entered in tho roll : Provided that if it appoars necessary for 
the propor preparation of tho roll, tho Local Government may, by notification 
in the local official Gazette, prescribe a longer period within which claims 
und objections shall be preferred in rospect of tho electoral roll of any 
constituency. 

XII. The revising authority shall not entertain any claim or objection 
received by him after the time referred to in Regulation XI. 

XIII. Every person whose claim or objection is rocoivod in timo shall 
bo served with a notice by thelrevising authority specifying the place where 
and tho time when his claim or objection will be heard, and directing him 
to be present with such evidence as he may wish to adduce. 

XIV. When objection is mado by any porson whose namo is on the 
roll to the inclusion of tho namo of any other person recorded therein, the 
revising authority shall serve on such other person a notice giving the 
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grounds on which tho inclusion of his name has boon objected to, and requir- 
ing him to attend with such evidence as he may wish to adduce at tho placo 
and time fixed for the hearing of tho objection. 

XV. Every notice issued by tho revising authority shall, if possible, 
bo served personally, and, in* default of personal service, shall bo served by 
affixing a copy thereof at the residence within the constituency of the person 
concerned : Provided that a notice may l>o served by the revising authority 
by sending it to the porson concerned by registered post. A eortilicato of 
service, oithor personal or otherwise, shall be deemed to be conclusive proof 
of the fact of such service. 

XVI. At tho time fixed for the hearing, tho revising authority shall 
' hold a summary enquiry into the claim or objection preferred, and shall 

record his decision, lie shall also decide on any application made by tho 
registering authority for corrections to Iho roll. Per the purpose of the 
enquiry the roll as published undent, Regulation IX shall bo presumed to be 
corroct and complete until tho contrary has been proved. 

XVII. Tho decision of the revising authority shall bo communicated by 
him to the registering authority, who shall cause tho roll to be altered in 
accordance therewith. 

XVIII. Tho electoral roll so altered shall be published in tho manner 
prescribed in Regulation IX, and provision may bo made for the sale of 
copies of tho roll to tho public- 

XIX. Applications under sub-rule (6) of rule 1) for amendment of any 
electoral roll published under Regulation XVI 11 may be made to the regis- 
tering authority for the constituency concerned. The registering authority 
shall forward them to tho Local Government and in cases where tho Local 
Government direct the preparation of a list of amendments shall deal with 
such applications in the manner prescribed in Regulations XIII to XVIII 
for the treatment of claims and objections : Provided that where any such 
application is made for the correct ion of any existing entry in the electoral 
roll and the registering authority is satisfied after personally hearing tho 
applicant that the entry relating to him is erroneous or defective in any 
particular he may amend the roll or cause it to he amended accordingly. 


Scrutiny of nominations. 

XX. On the date appointed by tin' Local Government for the scrutiny of 
nominations under sub-rule (2) of rule 11 tho candidates, their election 
agents, one proposer and one seconder of each candidate, and one other 
person duly authorised in writing by each candidate, hut no other person, 
may attend at such time and place as the returning ollicor may appoint, and 
the returning officer shall give them all reasonable facilities for examining 
the nomination papers of all candidates which have boon delivered within 
the time and in the manner proscribed in rulo 11. 

XXI ( i ). Tho returning ollicor shall then oxamtno tho nomination papers 
and shall decido all objections which may he made to, any nomination, and 
may, cither on such objection or on his own motion, after such summary 
inquiry, if any, as he thinks necessary, refuse any nomination on any 
of the following grounds : — 

(i) that tho candidate is ineligible for election under rulo 5 or 
rule 6 } or 

(ii) that a proposer or seconder is disqualified from subscribing a 
nomination paper under sub-rule ( 4 ) of rulo 11 ; or 

(in) that there has boon any failure to comply with any of the provi- 
sions of rulo 11 or rulo 12 or 
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(iv) that the candidate or any proposer or seconder is not identical 
with the person whose electoral number is given in the nomi- 
nation paper as the number of such candidate, proposer or 
• seconder, as tho case may be ; or 

(v) that the signature of tho candidate or any proposer or seconder, 
is not genuine or has been obtained by fraud. 

(2) For the purposos of tin's regulation ; — * 

(а) the production of any certified copy of an entry mado in the elec- 

toral roll of any constituency shall be conclusive evidcnco of 
the right of any elector named In that entry to stand for 
election or to subscribe a nomination paper, as the case may 
be, unless it is proved that the candidate is disqualified under 
rnlo 5 or rule (5 or that the proposer or seconder, as the case 
may be, iB disqualified under sub-rule (4) of rule 11, and 

(б) whoro a person has subscribed whether as proposer or seconder a 

larger number of nomination papers than there are vacancies 
to be filled, those of the papers so subscribed which have been 
first received, up to the 'Jumbor of vacancies to bo filled, shall 
bo deemod to bo valid. 

(3) Nothing contained in clause (it), clause (tit), clauso (iv), or clause 
(v) of sulwegulation (/) shall be deemed to authorise tho refusal of the 
nomination of any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in 
respect of a nomination paper, if tho candidate Inis been duly nominated 
by means of another nomination paper in respect of which no irregularity 
has been committed. 

XXII. (1) The returning officer shall endorse on each nomination paper 
his decision accepting or rejecting the same And, if the nomination paper is 
rejected, shall roeord in writing a brief statement of his reasons for such 
rejection. 

(2) Tho scrutiny shall be completed on the day appointed in this behalf 
under clause (b) of sub-rule ( 2 ) of rule 11 and no adjournment of the proceed- 
i ngs shall bo allowed. 

XXIII. On completion of the scrutiny of nominations and after the 
expiry of tho period within which candidatures may be withdrawn under sub- 
rule (S) of rule 11, tho returning officer shall forthwith prepare a list of valid 
nominations and cause it to bo affixed in some conspicuous place in his 
office. 

XXJY. If the number of duly nominated eandidatos)is greater than the 
number of vacancies tho returning officer shall forthwith publish in the 
local official Gazette, and in such other manner as the Local Government 
may prescribe, and in such places in the constituency as he may consider 
necessary, tho names of the candidates as given in the nomination papers in 
alphalietical order. 


Voting. 

XXV. Tho Local Government shall appoint the hour at which the poll 
shall commonco and the hour at which it shall close on tho date appointed 
for tho poll a lido r clauso (e) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11. The hours so fixod 
shall be published by notification in tlu; local official Gazette, and in such 
other manner as tho. Local Government may direct. 

XXVI. (I) The returning officer shall select for each constituency as 
many polling stations as I 10 thinks uocossary and shall publish, in such manner 
as the Local Government may proscribe, a list showing the polling stations so 
selected, and the polling areas for which they havo respectively been selected. 

(2) Tho returning officer Bliall appoint a presiding officer for each 
polling station and such other persons (hereinafter referred to as polling 
officers) to assist the presiding officer as lie thinks necessary.

XXVIT. (1) The presiding officer shall keep order at tho polling station, 
shall see that tho election is fairly conducted, shall regulate the number of 
electors to be admitted at one time, and shall exclude all other porsons 
except — 

(a) tho polling officers, the candidates, and one agent of each candi- 

date (hereinafter roferred to as tho polling agent) appointed in 
writing by the candidate, and authorised in this behalf by the 
returning officer, 

(b) the polico or other public sorvants on duty, and 

(c) such other persons as tho presiding officer may from time to time 

admit for tho purposo of identifying electors. 

(2) The presiding officor shall closo tho polling station at tho hour 
appointed in that behalf by tho Local Government under Regulation XXV, 
so as to prevout tho admission thereto of any voter after that hour, provided 
r that all voters present at the polling station beforo it is so closed shall be 
entitled to liavo their votes recorded. 

XXVIII. Each polling station shall bo furnished with such number of 
compartments, in which votors can record their votes screened from obser- 
vation, as the returning officer thinkomecessary. 

XXIX. (1) The returning officer shall provido at oach polling station 
materials sufficient for the purpose of enabling voters to mark the ballot 
papers, instruments for stamping the official mark on such papers, as many 
ballot boxes as may be necessary, and copies of the electoral i*oll or of such 
part thereof as contains the names of tho doctors entitled to vote at such 
station. 

(2) The official mark shall be kept secret, and a period of not less than 
seven years shall intervene between the use of the same official mark at 
elections for the same constituency. 

XXX. Every ballot box shall be so constructed that tho ballot papers can 
be introduced therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, without tho box 
being unlocked. The presiding officer at any polling station, immediately 
before the commencement, of the poll, shall show the ballot box empty to 
such persons as may be present in such station, so that they may see that it 
is empty, and shall then lock it up, and place hissc.il upon it in such manner 
»h to proven t its being opened without breaking such seal, and shall place it 
in his view for the receipt of ballot papers and keep it so locked and sealed. 

XXXI. Beforo tho polling station is open for the recording of votes, the 
presiding officer shall read to such persons as may be present the provisions 
of section 14 of the Indian Election OfTonces and 1 nquirics Act, ll>20, and shall 
explain the substance thereof in tho vernacular of the district. 

XXXII. Immediately before a ballot paper is delivered to an doctor, it 
shall be marked on the back with the official mark, and tho number, name and 
description of the elector as stated in tho electoral roll shall be called ont, 
and the number of the elector shall be entered on the counterfoil, and a mark 
shall be placed in a copy of the electoral roll against tho number of tho 
elector, to denote that he inis received a ballot paper, but without showing 
the particular ballot paper which lie has received. On the counterfoil shall 
be entered the name of tho constituency and tho name or distinctive number 
of tho polling station. 

XXXTII. Tho elector, on receiving the ballot paper, shall forthwith 
proceed into one of the compartments in the polling station, and there 
make a mark oh tho ballot paper agairiHt tho name of Llio candidate or 
candidates for whom ho intends to vote in accordance with the instructions 
set out on tho back of the outorfoil paper, and fold it up so as to conceal his 
vote, and, alter shewing to tho presiding officer the official mark, shall put 
his ballot paper, so folded up, into the ballot box. Every elector shall vote 
without undue delay and shall quit tho polling station as soon as ho lias put 
his ballot paper into the ballot box. 

XXXIV If the voter, owing to illiteracy or infirmity, is unable to 
read a ballot paper or to make a mark thereon the presiding officer shall 
mark the vote in tho ballot paper according to the direction of tho voter. 
The voter fdiall then himself with the assistance of tho presiding officer 
put tho ballot paper folded up into the ballot box. 
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XXXV. At any time beforo a ballot paper is delivered to an elector, tbe 
presiding officer or polling officer may, of his own accord, if ho has reason 
to doubt the identity of the elector or his right to vote at such station, and 
shall, ir so required by a candidate or polling agont, put to the elector the 
following questions > — 

(1) Are you the person enrolled as follows (reading the wholo entry 

from the roll) '( and, 

(2) Have you alroady voted at the present election in this constitu- 
- ency ? and, at a general election 

(3) Flavo you already voted at this general election for tho Legislative 

Council in any other general constituency ? 

and the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if ho refuses to 
answer any one of the questions and unless be answers tho first question in 
the affirmative, the second question in the negative, and, at a general election, • 
the third question also in the negative. 

XXXVI. Tho ballot paper shall be in Form T annexed to these regnla- 
tions and shall contain the names of thqjpandidatos arranged alphabetically in 
the order of their surnames. The ballot papers shall Iks serially numbered, 
the serial number being printed on tho face of tho counterfoil and on the 
back of the ballot paper. , 

XXXVII. If a person representing himself to bo a particular elector 
named on the electoral roll applies for a ballot paper after another person has 
voted as such elector, the applicant shall, after duly answering such questions 
as the presiding officer may ask, be entitled to mark a ballot paper in the 
same manner as any other voter. Huchjballot paper (hereinafter referred tons 
a “ tendered ballot paper)” shall be of a colour different, from tlie other 
ballot papers, and, instead of being put into the ballot box, shall be given 
to the presiding officer and endorsed by ItinJ with the name of the voter 
and his number on the electoral roll and tho name of tbe electoral area to 
which the roll relates and shall be set aside in a separate packet and shall 
not be counted by tho returning officer. The name of the voter and his 
number in the electoral roll and the name or distinctive number of the lull- 
ing station to which the roll relates shall be entered in a list in Form II 
annexed to those regulations, which shall bear tbe heading “Tendered votes 
list.” Tim person tendering such ballot paper shall sign liis name ami 
address thereon or affix bis thumb impression against the entry in that list. 

XXXVIII. If any polling agent declares and undertakes to prove that 
any person by applying for a ballot paper has committed the offence of persona- 
tion, the presiding officer may require such person to enter in tho list of 
challenged votes (which shall be in Korin III annexed to these regulations) 
his name and address, or, if lie is unable to write, to affix bis thumb impres- 
sion thereto and may further require such person to produce evidence of iden- 
tification. If such person on being questioned in the manner provided in 
Regulation XXXV answers the first quest ion in tho affirmative ami the other 
questions in the negative, he shall be allowed to vote after he has been in- 
formed of the penalty for personation. Tbe presiding officer shall make a 
note of tho circumstances, and of Ins decision on the list of challenged votes. 

XXXIX. A voter who has inadvertently dealt with It is ballot paper in 
such a manner that it cannot conveniently hi* used as a ballot paper may, on 
delivering it to tho presiding officer and satisfying him of tho inadvertence, 
obtain another ballot paper in place of the spoilt paper, and the latter shall, 
together with its counterfoil, be marked ascaneolled. 

XL. A presiding officer, polling officer or polling agent who is on duty at 
a polling station at which he is not entitled to vote shall, if lie is certified by 
the returning officer of tho constituency in which lie is entitled to vote 
to be entitled to vote at the election for tho constituency in connection 
witli which ho is employed or for any other constituency, bo allowed 
to record his voto at that polling station. Tho name of the polling 
station at which ho would otherwise have been entitled to vote shall be entcr- 
' od in the counterfoil of the ballot paper together with his number in the 
electoral roll for $he constituency in which that polling station is situated. 
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XLI. Such ballot paper shall bo placed in an envelope and sealed by the 
presiding officer and returned with the certificate, referred to in Regulation 
XL to tho returning officer who has granted the same, and such returning 
officer shall cause such vote to be included among the other votes given for 
the candidate designated by the voter. 

XL1I. Tho presiding officer of each polling station, as soon as practicable 
after the close of the poll, shall, in the presence of any candidates or polling 
agents who may l»o present, uni Ice up into separate parcels and seal with his 
own seal and the seal of such candidates or agonts as may desire to affix 
their seal : — 

(1) each lml lot box in use at each station unopened but with the koy 
attached ; 

(2) the unused ballot papors ; 

(3) the tendered ballot papers ; 

(4) the spoilt ballot papers ; 

(5) the markod copy of the electoral roll ; 

(6) the countorfoils of the ballot papers ; 

(7) the tendered votes list ; an^ 

(S) tho list of challenged votes ; 

and shall deliver such packets to tho returning officer. 

XL1II. The packets shall be accompanied by a statement in Form IV 
made by the presiding officer, allowing the number of ballot papors entrusted 
to him, and accounting for them under the headset ballot papers in the ballot 
box, unused, spoilt, and tendered ballot papers, and ballot papers dealt with 
under Hegulation XL. 


Counting of votes. 

XLIV. The returning officer shall as soou as may be practicable after 
the close of the poll, appoint a date, time and place for the counting of votes 
and shall give notice in writing thereof to all candidates and election agonts. 

XLV. (1) No person shall he allowed to be present at the counting of 
the votes except the returning officer and such persons as he may appoint to 
assist him in counting tho votes, and such other persons as have a right to be 
present under sub-rule (6) of rule 14. 

(2) No person shall bo apjiointcd to assist in counting the votes, who lias 
been employed by or on behalf of any candidate for any purpose whatsoever 
connected with the election. 

XLVI. On the (lay and at the time appointed under Regulation XLIV 
the returning officer shall, before he commences to count, the votes, read the 
provisions of section 14 of the Indian Election Offences and Inquiries Act, 
1920, to such persons as may be present, and shall then proceed as follows: — 

(a) The ballot box or boxes relating to eacli polling station shall lie 

opened one after another, and the returning officer shall take 
out the papers therefrom, count them or cause them to be 
counted, and record the number thereof in a statement. Such 
statement shall not be shown to any candidate or agent. 

(b) Tho returning officer shall then mix together all tho ballot papers 

so taken out from the ballot boxes and distribute them in con- 
venient bundles to the persons appointed to assist in counting 
the votes. 

(c) When the ballot papers ha vo been so distributed, but not before 

the returning officer shall allow Iho candidates and their agents 
reasonable opportunity to inspect, without handling, tho ballot 
papers, and shall on every ballot paper which is wholly or 
partially rejected endorso tho word “rejected.” If any can- 
didate or agent present questions the correctness of tho rejection, 
he shall also record on the ballot paper the grounds for the 
rejection. No candidate or agent shall bo allowod to see the 
serial number on the back of any ballot paper. 
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(d) The returning ollicer Hliall, as far us practicable, proceed conti uu- 
• ously with the counting of the votes; and shall, during any 
necessary intervals during which the counting Inis to be sus- 
pended, place the ballot papers, packets and other documents 
relating to the election under his own seal and the seals of such 
candidates, or agents as may desire to aflix iliem, and shall cause 
adequate precautions to be taken fo* their custody. 

XL VII. (1) A ballot paper shall be rejected if — 

0 1) it has not on its back the otlicial mark, 

(b) the number of votes recorded thereon exceeds the number of 

vacancies to be filled, • 

(c) no vote is recorded thereon, 

(d) it is void for uncertainty, 

(e) it bears any mark by which the elector can be identified. 

(ii) The decision of the returning officer as to the validity of a ballot 
paper shall be final, subject only to reversal on an election petition claiming 
the seat. 

XLVMI. The returning oilicer shall not open the sealed packets of the 
tendered votes, J^he marked copy of the electoral roll or the counterfoils of the 
ballot papers. He shall verify the statement submitted by the presiding 
ollicer under Regulation XL1II by comparing it with the number of counted 
votes and rejected ballot papers, the unused ballot pape rs in his possession 
and the tendered votes list, shall then reclose and reseal each packet which 
has been opened by him, and shall record on each packet a description of its 
contents and date of the election to which it refers. 

XLIX. The returning ollicer shall then prepare and certify a return 
setting forth — 

(1) the result of the verification referred to in Regulation XLV111, 

(2) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given, 

(0) the number of valid votes given for each candidate, 

(1) the name of the candidate elected, 

(5) the number of votes declared invalid, and 

(li) the number of tendered votes given, 

and shall permit any candidate or any representative duly authorised under 
sub-rule (6’) of rule 14 to take a copy of or an extract from such return. 

L. The returning ollicer shall, after reporting the result of the election 
under rule 14, forward the return and all the packets relating to the election 
m his possession to the Secretary to the Bengal legislative Council. 

LI. While in the custody of the Secretary to the Bengal Legislative 
Council, the packets of ballot papers whether counted, rejected or tendered, 
and of I he counterfoils thereof, shall not beopened and their contents shall not 
be inspected or produced except under the order of a competent Court or of 
Commissioners appointed to hold an enquiry in respect of an election, but all 
other documents relating to the election shall be open to public inspection 
subject to such conditions and to the payment of such fee, if any, as the Local 
(Jovernment may impose. 

Lll. The packets aforesaid shall be retained for a period of one year and 
shall thereafter bo destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary made 
by the Local (lovernment, or by a competent Court or by Commissioners 
appointed to hold an enquiry in respect of an election. 


Spsolal Regulations applicable to University and Commeroe and Industry 

constituencies. 

Lll I. Tu the case of an election for a University or Commerce and 
Industry constituency Regulations XXV to XLIX inclusive shall not be 
applicable, and the following Regulations L1V to LIX inclusive, shall be 
substituted therefor and shall apply.

JjIV. On or before the elute iixod in this behalf by the Local Government 
the returning oJlieer shall send by registered post to each elector n ballot 
paper, together with an intimation of the date appointed by him for the 
counting of votes and shall enter on the counterfoil of each ballot paper the 
name of the elector to whom tin; ballot paper is sent.

LX1. On or before sueli date as may be appointed by the Local

LXV. The attesting oliicer shall, as soon as possible after 5 p.m. of the 
day appointed as the latest date for the attestation of ballot papers, despatch 
all the envelopes so delivered to him to the. returning oliicer by registered 
post iu a packet securely sealed with his official seal, ami shall also enclose a 
list, in Form VIM annexed to these regulations, of t lie electors whose ballot 
papers lie lias attested. 

LX VI. A ballot paper That is not duly attested, or marked, or on which 
more than one mark is placed against any candidate's name or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than there are mem tiers to be elected or 
on which a mark is placed in sueli a manner as to render it doubtful to 
which candidate it lias been given, shall lie invalid. 

LXV1I. (1) The returning oliicer shall appoint a date, time and place 
for the counting of votes, and shall give notice t hereof in writing to the 
candidates. 

(2) On the day appointed the returning oliicer shall fold the lower 
portion of every ballot paper along the dotted line on .the hack so as to 
conceal the names of the elector and of ( he attest ing.olhcer and should seal 
down the portion thus folded with the official seal and thereafter shall — 

(a) after scrutiny, separate or cause to lie separated the ballot papers 

which lie deems valid from those which lie rejects, endorsing on 
the latter the word “ reject oil ” and the ground of rejection ; 

(b) count, or cause to be counted, the votes given to each candidate

(<?) seal up in separate packets the counted and rejected ballot papers, 
and record on each such packet a description ol' its contents and 
the name of the constituency and the date of the election to 
which it refers. 

LXVIII. Tho Local Government shall appoint and notify in such 
maimer as it thinks lit the date referred to in Regulation LXI for sending 
ballot papers to eloctors and tho date referred to iu Regulation LXII for the 
attestation of ballot papers.

LXIX. la the ease of ail election for tlio Presidency ami Rurdwau

stituted therefor, and shall apply. 

LXX. In the following regulations — 

(1) the expression ** continuing candidate ” means any candidate, not 

elected and not excluded from the poll ; 

(2) the expression “first preference” means the figure “1”; the

It is ordered with the approval of the Governor General in Council that the following 
Chapter Xlli A containing rules as to summary procedure in suits to recover debts 
or liquidated demands or for immoveable property bo added to Chapter XIII, and rule 6 
of Chapter XVI of “The Rules of the High Court, 1*J14 ” be amended by prefixing the 
words “ Subject to the provisions of Cluster XIII A” with effect from the 12th day 
of November PJ23 : — % 

CHAPTER XIII A: 

Summary procedure in suits to recover derts on liquidated demands or 

FOR IMMOVEARLE PROPERTY. 

1. The provisions of this Chapter shall not be applicable save to suit-* — 

(A) in which the plaintiff seeks to recover a debt or liquidated demand in 
money payable by the defendant with or without interest arising — 

(i) on a contract express or implied ; or 

(it) on an enactment where the rum sought to be recovered is a fixed 
sum of money or in the nature of a debt other than a penalty ; 
or 

(Hi) on a guarantee where the claim against the principal is in respect 
of a debt or a liquidated demand only ; or 

(iv) on a trust ; or 

(R) for the recovery of immoveable property with or without a claim for rent 
or mesne profits by a landlord against a tenant whose term has expired 
or has been duly determined by notice to quit or has become liable to 
forfeiture for non-payment of rent or against persons claiming under 
such tenant. 

2. A plaintiff shall not be precluded from proceeding under this Chapter by reason 
of the fact that the suit might have been brought under the provisions of Order 37 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, but this Chapter shall not be applicable to suits which have been 
instituted under the said Order. 

3. Where the defendant in any suit which is within the terms of rule 1 has entered 
appearance, the plaintiff may, as regards any claim which is within the terms of rulol, on 
affidavit made by himself or by^any other person who can swear positively to the 
facts verifying the cause of action and the amount claimed, if any, and stating that in his 
belief there is no defence to the claim, apply to the Judge for final judgment for the 
amount claimed together with interest, if any, or for tho recovery of the land (with or 
without rent or mesne profits) us the case may be and costs : 

Provided that uh against any defendant who has filed a Written Statement such 
application shall not be permissible unless the summons is taken out as in rule 4 
mentioned within ten days after the entering of appearance. 
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4 The application by the plaintiff for judgment under rule 3 shall be made by 
summons returnable not less than seven clear days after service accompanied by a copy 
of the plaint and affidavit. 

5. (a) The defendant may show cause against such application by affidavit. 

(0) The affidavit shall state whether the defence alleged goes to the whole or to part 
only and (if so) to what part of the plaintiff’s claim and shall deal specifically witli all 
matters of fact.. 

fc)*The Judge may, if he thinks lit, order the defendant, or in the case of Corporation 
any Officer thereof, to attend and be examined upon oath or to produce any lease, deed, 
book or document or copy of or extract therefrom. 

G. Upon such application the Judge may, unless the defendant by affidavit or other- 
wise as the Judge may direct shall satisfy him that he has a good defence to the claim 
on its merits or disclose such facts as may be deemed sufficient to entitle him to defend, 
make an order refusing leave to defend and forthwith pronounce judgment in favour of 
the plaintiff. 

7. If it appears to the Judge that any defendant has a good defence to or ought^o 
be permitted to defend the claim and that any other defendant has not such defence and 
ought not to be permitted to defend, the former may be permitted to defend and the 
plaintiff shall be entitled to judgment against the latter, and may issue execution upon" a 
decree to be drawn up pursuant to such judgment without prejudice to his right to proceed 
with his claim against the former. 

X. If it appears that the defence set up by the defendant applies only to a part of 
the plaintiff’s claim, or that any part <*f his claim is admitted, the plaintiff may have 
judgment forthwith for such part of his claim as the defence does not apply to or is 
admitted, subject to such terms, if any, as to suspending execution or payment into Court 
or costs or otherwise as the Judge may think fit and the defendant may be allowed to 
defend as to the residue of the plaintiff’s claim. 

9. Leave to defend may bo gi ven unconditionally or subject to such terms as to 
givinV security, or time, or inode of trial or otherwise as the Judge may think fit. 

10. In all cases the Judge shall have power to give directions as to the further 

conduct of the suit. ^ 

11. The costs of and incidental to all applications made under this Chapter shall be 
dealt with by the Judge* on the hearing of the application, who shall order by and to 
whom and when the same shall l># paid or may reserve ihein to the Court at the trial : 
Provided that in the latter case, if no trial afterwards takes place or no order as to costs is 
made, the costs are t«» be costs in the cause. 

12. Upon the hearing of an application under this chapter the suit may, with the 
consent of the parties, be finally dis) osod of in a summary manner without right of 
appeal or re’ *rred to such officer and upon such terms as the Judge shall approve. 

13. For the purposes of procedure under this Chapter any right to relief against 
forfeiture shall be deemed to be matter of defence, and upon the hearing of tin* applica- 
tion for judgment under rule 3 the Judge may, if lie shall think tit, determim*[whetlier and 
upon what terms such relief shall be granted. 

A judgment for recovery of land given under this Chapter on the ground of forfei- 
ture for non-payment of rent shall have the same effect upoji any right to such relief 
as if the judgment had been given after trial. 

14. A special list shall be kept for the trial of causes in which leave to defend has 
been given under this Chapter, and in which the Judge is of opinion that a prolonged 
trial will not be requisite ; and the Judge may at any time if he thinks it advisable order 
any such suit to be put into such list. Ail suits on such list shall be treated as Short 
Causes. 

15. Unless the Judge otherwise directs the costs of one Advocate will on taxation 
between party and party, or as between attorney anil clieut, be allowed to the plaintiff and 
to each set of defendants having divergent interests.

Officer at the end of evory three months for inspection without being sent for.

20. Every licensed liackney-carriago, palanquin or rickshaw shall be distinctly 
marked on its panels and on t lie inside with the registered number and the number of 
the class to which it belongs, the figures to be not less Ilian 2 inches in length, the colour 
of which shall bo changed every year. 

21. The lamps of every licensed hackney-carriage, palanquin or rickshaw shall 
have tho registered number painted on them, the figures to be not less than 1 inch in 
length, the colour of which shall be changed every year.

No. 7 425 Jail. — The 24th September 192S.— In exercise of the power conferred by 
clause (j) of section -60 of the Prisons Act, 189t (IX of 1894), read with section 21 of the 
General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897), the Governor in Council is pleased to direct that 
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the following amendments bo made in rules 626 and 627 of the rules published in 
Volume I of the Bengal Jail Code, Sixth Edition, gamely : — 

I. For rule 626 of the said rules substitute the following, namely : — 


626. (7) The following persons shall be liable to be classified as “habitual 

criminals, ” namely : — ** 

(i) any person convicted of an offence punishable under Chapters XII, XVII and 
XVIII of the Indian Penal Code, whose previous conviction or convictions, 
taken in conjunction with the facts of the present case, show 'that he is by 
habit a robber, house-breaker, dacoit, thief, or receiver of stolen property, ^ 
or that he habitually commits extortion, cheating, counterfeiting coin, 
currency notes or stamps or forgery ; 


(ii) any person convicted of an offence punishable under Chapter XVI of the 
Indian Penal Code, whose previous conviction or convictions, taken in 
conjunction with the facts of the present case, show that he habitually 
commits offences against the person ; 


(Hi) any person committed to or detained in prison under section 123 (read with 
section 109 or section 110) of the Code of Criminal Procedure ; 


(iv) any person convicted of any of the offences specified in (/) above when it 

appears from the facts of the case, even although no previous conviction lias 
been proved, that he is by habit a member of a gang of dacoits, or of thieves 
or a dealer in slaves or in stolen ^froperty ; 

(v) any member of a criminal tribe, subject to the discretion of the local Govern- 

ment concerned ; 


(vi) any person convicted of any offence and sentenced to ^imprisonment under the 
corresponding sections of the Indian Penal Code and the (’ode of Criminal 
Procedure as applied by order under the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order 
in Council, 1902, or by the authority of any Prince or State in India ; 

(nil) any person convicted by a court or tribunal acting outside India under the 
general or special authority of His Majesty of an offence which would, have 
rendered him liable to be classified as a habitual criminal if he bad been 
convicted in a court established in British India. 


Explanation . — For the purposes of this definition the word “ conviction ** shall 
include an order made under section 11N, read with section 110, of the Criminal Procedure 
Code. 

(2) The classification of a convicted person as a habitual criminal should ordinarily 
be mado by the convicting court, but if the convicting court omits to do ho, such classi- 
fication may be made by the District Magistrate, or, in the absence of an order by the 
convicting court or District Magistrate, and pending the result of a reference to the 
District Magistrate, by the officer in charge of the jail whore such convicted person is 
confined : 

( Provided that any person classed as a habitual criminal may apply *fnr a revision of 
tft 16 order. 

(£) The convicting court or the District Magistrate may, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, direct that any convicted person or^any person committed to, or detained in, 
prison under section 123 read with section 109 or section 110 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, shall not be classed as a habitual criminal and may revise such direction. 

(4) Convicting courts or District Magistrates, as the case may be, may revise their 
own classifications, and the District Magistrate may alter any classification of a prisoner 
made by a convicting court j;or any other authority provided that the alteration is made 
on the basis of facts which were not before such court or authority.

subject to the special rules affecting habitual criminals.

No. 2593 P.II— The 27th October 1923.— Whereas Die Government of Bengal (Ministry 
of Loeul Self-Government) are satisfied that the area known as 
Burdwan. Asansol Mining Settlement, in the Asansol subdivision of the 

district of Burdwan, is threatened with tin outbreak of small-pox : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by section 2, sub-section (i) of 
the Epidemic Diseases Act, J8 ( J7 (III of 1M»7), read with the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the Education Department, No. UK5C., dated the 15tli February DJ18, the 
Government of Bengal (Ministry of Local Self-Govornment) are pleased to prescribe the 
fnlinwim? temnorarv regulations for the prevention and control of small-pox, and for the 
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medical inspection, isolation, observation and surveillance of persons suffering fr<yn, or 
suspected of being infected with, small-pox in the said area for one year from the 1st 
November 1923 : — 

Temporary Regulations for the Prevention and Control of Small-pox 

IN THE ASANSOL MINING SETTLEMENT. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, — , 

(«) the expression “Chief Sanitary Officer” shall moan the Chief Sanitary Officer 
appointed by the Local Government for mining settlements under section f> 
of the Bengal Mining Settlements Act, 1912 (Bengal Act 11 of 1912) ; 

( f > ) the expressions “Agent,” “employed,” “Mine” and “ owner ” shall have the 
same meaning as in section 3 of the Indian Mines Act, 1901 (VIII of 
' 1901) ; 

(r) the expression “ Board” shall mean the Mines Board of Health of Asansol ; 

(fO the expression “ Distriet Magistrate ’ shall have the same meaning as in section 
101 of the Code of Criminal Procedure (Act V of LS98) ; 

(e) the expression “ Small-pox ” shall mean any disease accompanied by an erup- 
tion of vesicles or postules. 1 

Notices. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, whether as owners 
or occupiers of that land, such persons shall be held jointly and severally liable for carry- 
ing out any measure ordered in a notice under these regulations, and" the names of any 
one or more of such joint-holders may be entered upon such notice at the discretion of 
the Chior Sanitary Officer, and the Chief Sanitary Officer shall not be hound to enter the 
names of all the joint-holders in the notice. 

3. If in any case the Chief Sunday Officer considers that the issue of a notice is 

likely to load to such an amount of delay as might facilitate the spread of small-pox, lie 
may forthwith take such steps as he may think tit for carrying out the work, and shall 
thereafter as soon as possible issue a notice on the person concerned stating the reason 
why snch work has been carried ont. ? 

4. If any measure which the Chief Sanitary Officer has, by a notice issued under 

any of these regulations, required to he carried out, lie not carried out to his satisfaction 
within the time stated in the notice, the Chief Sanitary Officer shall he entitled to carry 
out the measure. J 


Cost and Compensation. 

5. (1) Expenses incurred in carrying out any work required to be done in pursuance 
of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the Board except in cases 
wh<re the order requires action to he taken by any person as regards property in his 
posseBsioti, in which cases the expenses shall lie paid by that person : 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the Chief Sanitary Officer to pass 
such an order, are not attributable to the act or default of the person in possession of the 
property, the Board may pay to such person the whole or part of the expenses incurred 
by him in carrying out the order. 

(2) The Board may recover all expenses incurred by the Chief Sanitary Officer in 
carrying out the measures under regulation 4 from the person or persons to whom the 
notice was originally issued. 

ti. The Board Hhall pay adequate compensation to any person w ho has sustained 
substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done under these regulations : 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for anything done or 
Buffered under these regulations, if he lias “failed to carry out an order issued under 
these regulations within the time specified in the order or to the satisfaction of the 
Chief Sanitary Officer, 


The Location of Diheases. 

7. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall apply to the Chief Sanitary 
Officer such periodical returns of births and deaths and of the persons residing upon 
their property as ho may call upon them to furnish. 

8. The nearest relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the absence of any 
such relative the occupier of the house, or if the occupier ho the patient some male 
inmate of the house, in which a case of small-pax shall have occurred, shall, within 
24 houra of the onset of the disease, give information regarding the occurrence of such 
case either personally or in writing or by means of the chaukidar or other village 
watchman to the Chief Sanitary Officer or other officer of the Mines Board of Health. 

9. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall supply to the Chief Sanitary ' 
Officer such periodical returns of cases of sickness as he may from time to time call upon 

flinm ♦ n fnwnidk 
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10. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall furnish to the Chief Sanitary 
Officer iiiAiediate information regarding the occurrence of any caBe or suspoctod case of 
small-pox occurring in a building in the possession of or under the control of such owner, 
agent or manager. 

11. The Board may employ a suitable staff for the purpose of making enquiries as 
to tlio existence of any case of small-pox. 

^2. The Chief Sanitary Officer may examine any person who is, or is suspected to 
be, suffering from small-pox or who, in his opinion, may be infected with or likely to 
spread small-pox.

Isolation and Segregation and Evacuation op Houses. 

13. When the Chief Sanitary Officer considers that the isolation of any person 
suffering from small-pox is a precaution necessary for the protection of tin? neighbour- 
ing population, he may order such person to be isolated in such a manner and for such 

a time as may be approved by the Chief Sanitary Officer. • 

14. When the Chief Sanitary Officer considers that the isolation of any person 
suffering from small-pox and residing in a building in the possession of or under the 
control of tho owner, agent or manager of a colliery, is necessary, he maj' order the 
owner, agent or manager of such colliery to isolat^sucli porson, in such a manner and 
for such a time as may be approved of by the Chief Sanitary Officer. 

15. The Chief Sanitary Officer may order that any person who has been in contact 
with a person found to be suffering from mQall-pox shall be segregated for a period not 
exceeding ton days in a manner and in a place to be approved by the Ohief Sanitary 
Officer. 

It). The Chief Sanitary Officer may order that any person«tvho is residing in any 
building in the possession of or under the control of the owner, agent or manager of a 
colliery, and who has boon in contact with any person found 10 bn suffering from small- 
pox, shall be segregated by the owner, agent or manager of such colliery for a period not 
exceeding 10 days. 

17. The Chief Sanitary Officer may order that any person who has been in contact 
with a person fouud to be suffering from small-pox ^ iall be vaccinated or re-vaccinated 
within a time to be specified in the order. 

IN. The Chief Sanitary Officer may order the owner, agent or manager of any 
colliery to take steps to have vaccinated or re- vaccinated within a specified time any 
person residing in any building in the possession of or under the control of the owner, 
agent or manager of such colliery, who has been in contact with any person found to be 
suffering from small-pox. 

19. No person shall enter any place wherein persons are isolated or segregated 
under regulation 13 or 14, without the permission of the Chief Sanitary Officer. 

20. Tho Board shall provide, free of chargo, suitable places with necessary atten- 
dants, diet, food, etc., for persons isolated or segregated by order of the Chief Sanitary 
Officer, and the Chief Sanitary Officer may certify places provided by private individuals 
as being tit for the purpose of isolation or segregation of persous under regulation J3 or 
14 as the case may be. 

2J. (1) When tho Chief Sanitary Officer under regulation 13 or 14 has ordered the* 

isolation or segregation of any person residing upon any colliery lands, the Chief Sani- 
tary Officer may notify the fact in writing to tho owner, agent or manager of such 
colliery. 

(2) If such person disobeys the order, such owner, agent or manager shall furnish 
to tho Chief Sanitary Officer immediate intimation of the movements of that person. 

22. No person who is or has been suffering from small-pox shall leave the place 
where he lias been staying until he has received from the Chief Sanitary Officer written 
permission to do so. 

23. The Chief Hanitary Officer may, by a notice in writing, (1) require any person 
to carry out or allow to be carried out by such agency ns tho Chief San i tary Officer 
may appoint, within a time to be slated in the order, such measures for the disinfection 
ur evacuation of liis dwelling-house or for tho disinfection or destruction of any of his 
personal effects as tho Chief Sanitary Ollicor may consider necessary ; and (2) direct any 
owner, agent or manager of a mine, or any landholder or his agent to carry out any such 
mcasuros on behalf of any person resident or staying upon the land belonging to the 
owner or landholder. 

24. Every owner, agent or manager shall make such arrangements for the immediate 
disinfection of infected premises and personal effects and of evacuations and excreta of 
persons employed by the colliery and resident in a building owned bv the colliery who 
are suffering or suspoctod to be suffering from small-pox as the Chief Sauitary Officer 
may from time to timo direct by general or special order. 

25. The Board shall from time to time provide, without any charge to the person 
on whom an order is passed under regulation 20 (1), temporary shelter or house accom- 
modation with necessary attendants for the members of any family who have been 
compelled to evacuate their dwellings under tho said regulation. 

20. The Chief Sanitary Officer may order any owner, agent or manager of a mine 
to provide such hospitals, temporary shelteis or house accommodation within such a time 
as the Chief Sanitary Officer may approve for tho purpose of isolating, segregating or 
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accommodating, under regulations 13, 13A, 14, 14A and 22, persons residing m any 
building in the possession of or under the control of such owner, agent or manager of a 
colliery. 


Miscellaneous Powers. 

e 

27. The Chief Sanitary Officer may (1) prohibit, the committal or continuance of any 
nuisance, or (2) require the person causing any nuisance or the porson occupying the 
premises on which any nuisance exists to remove Buoh nuisance. 

Explanation . — 14 Nuisance *’ means auy thing which, in the opinion of the Chief 
Sanitary Officer, is dangerous to health or offensive to the neighbourhood and is likely 
to spread or to cause the outbreak of small-pox. 

28. The Chief Sanitary Officer may, during the prevalence of auy outbreak of small- 
pox, order that any market, shop or other public place shall remain closed for such time 
as may appear to him to bo necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, mela or 
other gathering to which people from several villages commonly or periodically resort. 

29. The Chief Sanitary Officer may issue general orders that by a specified date 
certain sanitary precautions of a simple nature, such as limewashing of houses, cleaning 
of latrines or the removal of filth or rubbish shall be carried out to his satisfaction. 

30. The Chief Sanitary Officer may prohibit persons from retaining or selling 

clothes taken from the bodies of persons who have died of small-pox and may cause 
any such clothes to be destroyed. < 

31. The Chief Sanitary Officer may direct that no one shall dispose of any corpse 
except by burning or burial, without his written permission. 

32. The Chief Sanitary Officer may approve or may provide and maintain burning 
or burial grounds and may, by written order, direct, either generally or specially in 
respect to any specified area, that corpses shall not be burned or buried at places other 
than those so approved, provided or maintained by him for the purpose. 

£3. The Chief Sanitary Officer may direct that any one burning or causing to 
be burnt any corpse, which, in the opinion of the Chief Sanitary Officer, is likely to spread 
small-pox, shall cause the same tu 1 e completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cause the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to bo reduced to ashes. 

34. The Chief Sanitary Officer may direct that no person shall bury or cause to be 
buried any corpse, which, in the opinion of the Chief Sanitary Officer, is likely to spread 
small-pox, in a grave not constructed of masonry, which shall be less than 6 feet deep. 

35. The Chief Sanitary Officer may order that no dome or other servant of the 
Board employed for the disposal of corpses shall withdraw from his duties without the 
permission of the Chief Sanitiry Officer unless such dome or other servant of the Board 
has given uotice in writing not less than one month previously of his intention so to 
withdraw. 

36. The Chief Sanitary Officer or any person authorised by him in that behalf 
may — 

(1) seize and destroy an article of food or drink, and 
1 (2) seize and dispose of any corpse, 

which, in the opinion of the Chief Sanitary Officer, is infected with, or is likely to spread, 
small-pox. 

37. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall make such arrangements for the 
accommodation and treatment of their employes suffering from small-pox as tho Chief 
Sanitary Officer may direct, provided that mines with an output of less than 5,000 tons 
per month and not more than two miles apart may, with the consent of the said officer, 
combine for the purpose of making such arrangements. 

38. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine in which are employed persons 
residing or staying in the inining settlement, and every owner or occupier of any land or 
premises within such mining settlement, shall furnish the Chief Sanitary Officer or any 
officer of the Board authorized by him in that behalf, with all reasonable facilities for 
carrying out any measures or making any entry, inspection, examination, or enquiry 
under these regulations. 

39. (1) The Chief Sanitary Officer or any other Sanitary Officer of the Board 
authorized by him that behalf, making any enquiry authorized by these regulations, may, 
by au order in writing, require the attendance before himself of any person being within 
the limits of a milling settlement or part of a mining settlement for which such. officer 
has been appointed, who appears to be acquainted with the circumstances of a case or 
suspected case of small-pox and such person shall attend as so required. 

(2) When the person summoned to appear under paragraph (1) is a female who, by 
the custom of the country, does not appear in public, suitable precautions shall be taken 
to respect the said custom. 

40. (I) The Chief Sanitary Officer 'or any other Sanitary Officer (ft the Board 
authorized by him in that behalf, making any enquiry authorized by these regulations, 
may examine orally any person supposed to be acquainted with the facts and circums- 
tances of a case or suspected case of small-pox* 
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££) When the person to bo examined under paragraph ( 1 ) is a female who, by the 
custom of the country, does not appear in public, the enqriring officer shall tako the 
statement of such female under such conditions as shall admit of duo respect to the said 
custom. 

(3) Such person shall bo bound to answer all questions relating to such case put to 
him by such officer, other than questions the answers to which would have a tendency to 
expose him to any criminal charge. 

41. Every owner, agent or manager of a colliery shall maintain a register of all 
premises situated on such colliery and ordinarily used or intended to be used % for housing 
persons employed oil or about such colliery, together with such further particulars as the 
Chief Sanitary Ollicer may from time to lime direct by general or special order. 

42. The Chief Sanitary Officer or any other Sanitary OlTicer of the Hoard authorized 
by him in that behalf may, with such assistants (if any) as he thinks fit, enter upon any 
laud or mine, or, after two hour’*’ notice in writing, any premises or building used for 
human habitation at all reasonable times by day or by night, for the purpose of carrying 
out any measure or making any enquiries authorized by tUeso regulations.

At every inspection of a boiler for the grant or renewal of a certificate, the boiler 
shall be empty and thoroughly clean in all its parts. All doors of manholes, handholes 
and sightholes and cleaning pings ami all caps in the headers and mud-drums of water- 
tube boilers, all firebars, bearers, front plates, bridge plates, firebridges, brick areh<*s, oil 
fuel burners and mechanical stoker fittings shall be removed. All valves and cocks 
comprising the boiler mountings shall be opeffbd up and taken apart and the valves and 
cocks ground, when necessary, before the Inspector’s visit. 

Provision shall be made for the removal of lagging or brickwork or other concealing 
part and for the drilling of plates, if required by the Inspector, and for verifying the 
pressure gauge and safety valve dimensions and weights. All smoke tubes, exterior of 
water tubes, smoke boxes, and external Hues must be swept clean. 


Provision shall be made for the effective disconnection of all steam and hot water 
communication with any other boilers under steam, as prescribed in Pari III of the 
regulations. This shall be effected either by the removal dt a length of pipe from the 
steam and feed piping or b> the insertion of siftjstuiuiul blank flanges. Where blank 
flanges are employed, they shall bo inserted between the flange of the chest and the pipe 
attached to it. No blank flange shall be inserted between a safety valve chest and the 
boiler. 

Notr. — These provisions as to effective disconnection shall extend to every cast* wherein a person is 
sent, or with the ae>s<r,L of the owner or person in charge gu«’K, into a hoitor for any pr.rpoM*. St*e Fart III 
of the Regulations. 


(B) Preparation for Hydraulic Test.

QualiftoatiSn of Drivers. 

2. Eve**y person applying for a driver’s license shall be required to satisfy the Regis-

(a) that he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects a fit person 

for such employment ; 

(b) that he is well acquainted with the principal roads and places of interest in 

and around Halisahar ;

(/) not less than 13*2 hands high if intended to be use ! singly in a third claBs 
hackney-carriage ; 

(ff) thoroughly broken to harness ; 

(A) free from infectious or contagious disease ; and 
(i) sufficiently sound and strong for constant hard work.

(b) formulate a definite plan for affording facilities for primary education of the 

largest possible number of children in the union area, 

(e) draw up estimates, capital and recurring, for the carrying out of this plan, 
and submit them with the plan to the district board for approval, 

(d) repair the buildings of union board schools within^the union area. 

No union [board shall have power, save with the previous sanction of the 
iistrict board, to open, close or transfer any union board schools otherwise than in accor- 
dance with the plan approved by the district board. 

2. Subject to any general or special order that may be made by the district board 
in this bohalf every union board shall have the power within the union area of— 

(a) maintaining and managing all union board schools, 

(A) fixing the school fees payable by the pupils of union board schools, 
lc) fixing holidays for union board schools with due regard to local conditions and 
to the agricultural and industrial requirements of the people, 

(d) sanctioning casual leave to teachers of union board schools, 

(c) expending such funds as maybe placed at the disposal of the union board, 

and supplementing them from the union fund, 

(/) making recommendations to be district board regarding any matter connected 
with primary schools in the union board area. 

3. The status of the union board school shall not be altered without the sanction of 
ihe district board.

* ** The following Regulations, made by the Secretary •»/ State for India in Council 
are liable to aVeration from year to year . 

1. An examination for admission to the Indian Civil Sot vice, open to all qualified 
persons, will he held in London in July and August of each year for sucli number of 
appointments to that Service as the Secretary of State may on each occasion determine. 
The date of the Examination will he announced beforehand by the Civil Service 
Commissioners. 

2. Save as hereinafter provided a candidate must be a British subject. If the candi- 
date (being a British subject) or his father or his mother was not horn within His 
Majesty’s Dominions and allegiance then at the time of liis birth his father must have 
neon a British subject or the subject of a State in India and sucli father must he or must 
have continued to be until bis death a British subject or the subject of such State in India. 
Provided that a ruler or subject of any State in India in respect of whom the Gover- 
nor-General in Council has made a declaration under section % A of tho Government of 
India Act may he considered eligib'e. 

;i. A candidate must have attained the age of twenty-0'te, and must not have attained 
the age of twenty-four on the first day of August of the year in which the Examination 
is held. 

4. A candidate who is a Native of India must obtain a certificate of age and qualifi- 
cation under Regulations 2 and 3 issued und^r notification of the Government of India, 
No. .1114, dated 12th September .1918, and signed, should he he a resident in British India, 
by the Secretary to Government of the Province, or the Commissioner of the Division 
within which his family resides, or, should lie reside in a Native State, by the highest 
Political Officer accredited to the State in which his family resides. 

b. A candidate must lie free from disease, constitutional affection, or bodily 
infirmity, unfitting him, or likely to unfit him, for the Indian Civil Service.f 

G. A candidate shall satisfy the Civil Service Comm issioners that his character is 
such as to qualify him for employment in the Indian Civil Service. 

7 No person who, in a previous year, accepted the otter of a nomination as a 
Selected Candidate for the Indian Civil Service and subsequently resigned his position as 
a Selected Candidate, will be admitted to the examination. 

8 Should the evidence upon the above points be prima facie satisfactory to the 
Civil Service Commissioners, the Candidate, on payment of the prescribed fee, will be 
admitted to the Examination. The Commissioners may, however, in their discretion, at 
any time prior to the grant of the Certificate of Qualification hereinafter referred to,

Attention should he paid 
to orderly, effective, and exact expression. 

f>. Auxiliary Language. — Passages dealing with history and politics may he set, l?ut 
no technical matter. Verse is not excluded. Accuracy and skill in the use of English 
will be expected. 

G. Viva Voce.— f Fhe examination will be in matters of general interest, not in matters 
of academic interest ; it is intended to test the candidate’s alertness, intelligence, and 
intellectual outlook.

History. Svhjects 7-10. — Candidates should know something of the original autho- 
rities, of the principles of historical criticism, and of the principles and the facts of 
geography in relation to history. They must he prepared to draw sketch maps. 

7,8. English History to 1660, and British History 1660-1914.— Thu history will be 
taken an a whole; politics, economics, and constitution will be considered us mutually 
affecting each other, and all together as the outcome of the common life of the nation. 
Literature will not bo excluded. Candidates will be expected to know so much of 
European history as will make the external action of this country fully intelligible and 
will explain those movements at home which had their beginnings abroad, «.</., the 
Renaissance, the Reformation, and the reactions in this country of the French Revolution. 
In subject 8 the outstanding incidents and movements in the history of British possessions 
will be included. 

9, 10. European History. — Period J, from 400 to 1494 ; Period 2, from 1494 to 17C3 , 
Period 3, from 17C3 to 1914. 

Although a fixed date is given for the beginning of a period, candidates will be 
expected to know in general outline how the initial position was reached. The history 
of the American continent, of India, and of the Far East, will be included in so far as, 
it influences European fortunes in an important degree. 
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ge ner al Economics. — The subject will be treated as 


a whole, and candidates

should be prepared to illustrate the theory by the facts and to analyse the ractirny tne 
help of theory. The history of economic thought will be included. 

12. Economic History. — Candidates will be expected'to have a general acquintance with 
the early economic history of England ; but special attention will be paid to the econo- 
mic development of the British Isles and other portions of the Empire during the last 
two or three centuries, and so much knowledge of European and American conditions 
will be expected as is necessary for the understanding of British economic history. 

13. Public Economics. — The questions will deal with the main forms of State 
action, central? and local, in the economic sphere, together with public finance. 


14. Political Theory.— Candidates will he expected to show a knowlodge of political 
theory and its history, political theory being understood to mean not only the theory 
of legislation, but also the general history of the State and its conned ion with kindred 
studies such as Ethics, Psychology, Jurisprudence, Public international Law, and Econo- 
mics. Candidates will be expected to show a knowlege of original authorities. 


15. Political Organization. — This will include Constitutional Forms (Representative 
Government, Federalism, <&c.) and Public Administration, central and local. The 
history of institutions is not included, but candidates will be expected to know the 
earlier stages from which existing institutions have directly developed. 


16. Constitutional Law. —The Constitutional Law of the United Kingdom and of the 
British Empire, and the Law of English Local Government. 


17. Private Law. — The following brances of English Private Law : — The Law of 
Real and Personal Property (including the Law of Succession), Contracts, and Torts. 


18. Roman Law. — Passages will be set for translation and comment, bm credit 
will not be given merely for capacity to translate the texts. 


1 International Law. — Public International Law and International Relations. 
Candidates will be expected to show a knowledge of the principal treaties which have 
affected international relations from ISI5 inclusive to tlie present day. 

20. Moral Philosophy.- -The history of the subject will be included. Candidates 
will have an opportunity of showing their strength either in Ancient Philosophy or in 
Modern Philosophy. 


21. Metaphysics. — As for Moral Philosophy. 

22. Logic. — The subject will bo interpreted in a wide sense. Epistemology in its 
bearing on logical problems will be included, together with Formal Logic and Scientific 
Method. Questions rnay be set on Mathematical Logic, i.e., on the Logic of Mathematics, 
Symbolic Logic, and the Logic of Probability ; and also oil tile history of Logic. A consi- 
derable choice of questions will be allowed. 


23. Psychology. — Questions on the historj of the subject may be included. 

<• Mathematics. 8 'uhjects 2i — 27.— The use of the slide-rule and of mathematical 
tables will be allowed. 


21. Lower Pure Mathematics.- g eometry of two and of three dimensions according 
to Euclid (synthetic geometry), to Descartes (analytical geometry), and to Monge (des- 
criptive geometry, dealing with three-dimeutional figures hy the use of plan and 
elevation). Only tin* main properties of conics and quadrics, including those of poles, 
polars and polar planes, are expected. 

Algebra: Complex numbers ; uniformly converging infinite series ; the elements of 
the theory of equations, including tin* numerical solution of algebraic equations, but 
not including the formal solution of the cubic and quartic 

Infinitesimal calculus of real variables .to partial differentiation and multiple 
integrals, with applications to geometry. Candidates should be able to deal with the 
types of differential equations occurring in elementary mechanics. 

The proof of Taylor’s series will not be required. 

No great skill will be expected in sieving complicated problems of an elementary 
nature. The questions will involve the use of mathematical instruments. 

25. Higher Pure Mathematics. — Tius geometry of curves and surfaces. 

Elementary analysis, including simple functions of a complex variable and contour 
integration. 

Differential equations in one independent variable. Elementary treatment of partial 
differential equations, with special reference to the differential equations of mathematical 
physics. Existence theorems are excluded. 

Mathematical theory of probability, including theory of errors, method of least 
squares, curve fitting, and correlation. 

Calculus of finite differences, including numerical integration and summation and 
linear difference equations. 

A considerable choice of questions will he allowed, so that full marks may be 
obtained bv covering about half the range stated above, 
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26. Lower Applied Mathematics. —Statics, hydrostatics, dynamics, elementary 
theorjrol electricity and magnetism, including the induction of currents. Questions will 
be of an elementary character, hut will not bo confined to two dimensions ; they will 
involve the use of the calculus. Candidates are free to use differential equations, but a 
knowledge thereof will not bo necessary to answer the questions. Attention will be paid 
to problems which arise naturally and to general principles ; artificial problems will be 
avoided. The questions will involve the use of mathematical instruments. 

27. Higher Applied Mathematics.- -Statics to a more advanced stage, including 
graphical treatment. 

Dynamics to^ the equations of Euler and Lagrange and including* the theory of 
the vibration of strings and other simple systems. 

Hydrodynamics, including the elementary theory of the motion of solids through a 
liquid, surface waves, aud vibrations in gases. 

Elasticity, including the elements of the vibrations of rods, plates and bars. 

Electricity and magnetism. 

Thermodynamics, kinetic theory of gases, radiation. * 

Questions may involve the use of spherical and zonal harmonics. A considerable* 
choice of questions will be allowed, so that full marks may be obtained by covering about 
half the range stated. 

28. Astronomy. — Geometrical optics will bo deluded. 

A candidate who desires to offer this subject must produce evidence satisfactory to 
the Civil Service Commissioners of practicai training in ai: observatory. 

Statistics. — 1. Elementary theory of statistics, not. depending mainly on the 
theory of probability nor requiring a knowledge of the calculus : — frequency distributions, 
averages, percentiles, and simple methods of measuring dispersion ; graphic methods ; 
elementary treatment of qualitative data, /*.</., investigation of ^association by comparison 
of ratios, consistency of data ; the practice of the simplest graphic and algebraic methods 
of interpolation. 

2. Practical methods used in the analysis and interpretation of statistics of prices, 
wages and incomes, trade, transport, production and consumption, education, &e. ; the 
more elementary methods of dealing with population and vital statistics; miscellaneous 
methods used in handling statistics of experiments or observations. 

3. Elements of modern mathematical theory of statistics: — frequency curves and 
the mathematical re. present at iqp of groups generally ; accuracy of sampling as affecting 
averages, percentages, the standard deviation ; significance of observed differences between 
averages of groups, «fcc. ; the theory of correlation for two variables. 

A considerable choice of questions will be given, especially as to paragraph 2. and it 
will be possible for a candidate without advanced mathematical knowledge to obtain full 
marks by answering questions under paragraphs 1 and 2. 

— The Standard of the higher division of a 
science will be that which is required in the main subject for an honours degree at the 
universities.

LaniiU a(jes with History and Literature.— Suhjectn 50— fJ7.— In these the 
civilization subject associated with a language can only he taken by candidates who also 
offer themselves for examination in the language itself. 

History and Literature will, as far as possible, he brought into close relation. In 
History, candidates will he expected to show a knowledge of the? original authorities. 
They must also he prepared to answer questions on Historical Geography, and to draw 
sketch maps. The questions on Literature will require first-hand knowledge of the 
authors; and tins authors dealt with will he those which candidates ought to have read. 
Passages of Literature may be set for comment on matters of social, political, legal or 
other Historical importance. Questions on Philology and the older forms of the languages 
may he set, but will not be compulsory. In the question papers on History ami 
Literature candidates will not he required to write their answers in the foreign language. 

In the conversation test importance is attached to pronunciation. The study of 
phonetics is an important aid to correctness of pronunciation, and candidates who take 
modern languages will he explored to have studied phonetics in connection with the 
language or languages taken.

(10) Candidates who at the Final Examination in riding satisfy the Commissioners 
that they are sufficiently at i ouie in the saddle %»r the eflicient performance of any duties 
required of members of the Indian Civil Service will be awarded marks ranging between 
101 and 200 according to the degree of proficiency displayed.

(11) Such deductions as the Civil Seryice Commissioners may consider necessary 
will be made from the marks assigned to candidates at the Intermediate and Final 
Examinations in order to secure that no credit is allowed for merely superficial knowledge. 

(12) The Civil Service Commissioners will prepare lists of the candidates in order 
of merit ; the order for the one-year probationers being nased on the sum of the marks 
obtained by the candidates at the Open Competitive and Final Examinations, the order 
for the two-year probationers being based on the sum of the marks obtained by the 
candidates at the Intermediate and Final Examinations.

(14) If any Candidate is prevented by sickness or any other adequate cause from 
attending the Final Examination, the Commissioners may, w it li the concurrence of the 
Secretary of State for India in Council, allow him to appear at the Final Examination 
to be held in the following year, or at a special examination. A selected candidate absent 
for such adequate cause from the Intermediate Examination may, under similar condi- 
tions, be allowed to appear at the Intermediate Examination a year later or at a special 
examination, or may be excused the Intermediate Examination and allowed to appear for 
the Final Examination in regular course. 

The Civil Service Commissioners are authorized by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council to make the following announcements : — 

(i) Selected candidates will be allotted to be various provinces upon a consideration 
of all the circumstances including their own wishes ; but the requirements of the Public 
Service will rank before every other consideration . 

(ii) Except in the case of persons tout inning to receive Scholarship allowances of 
equal or greater amounts from the Government of India an allowance of £300 a year , 
oi\ in the case of Selected candidates possessing an Indian domicile , an allowance of

Rules under 'Section 29 of the Indian Boilers Act, .1923 

(V of 1923). 


I.— Preliminary. 

• • 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Bengal Boilers Rules,. 1924, and 

shall come into force with effect from the 1st. January 1924. . 

• 

Definitions In these rules, unless there is anything 

repugnant in l he subject or eon text.— 

(a) “ the Act” means the Indian Boilers Aet. 1923 (V of 1923). 

(0) *• section” means a section of the said Aet. 

(c) “regulation” means a regulation framed by the Government of 

India under section 28 of the said Act. 

■ 

2. A Boiler Commission shall he appointed to consist of the Director 
of Industries. Bengal, and not, less than five other Commissioners to he 
appointed by the local Government from time to time. The Director of 
Industries, Bengal, *shall he ex ojficio the President of the Commission, and 
the Chief inspector shall he ex ojjicio the Secretary and a member of the 
Commission. 

3. The Commission shall meet periodically (at least once a month) for 
the transaction of business. 

4. At least four clear days' notice of all meetings shall he given to 
each member. 

The notice shall state the business to he transacted at the meeting, and 
no business other than that so stated shall he transacted, except with the 
consent of the majority of the members present. 

5. At every meeting of the Commission, three members shall £orm a 
quorum. 

(5. livery meeting shall he presided over by the President of the 
Commission, or, in liis absence, by a member chosen by the members present 
at the meeting. 

7. It. shall he the duty of the Commissioners at periodical meethigs — 

(1) to consider the business stated in the notice of the meeting, 

and any other business that the members present may 
consent to consider in accordance with rule 4, 

(2) to examine the diaries of the Inspectors, and pass such orders 

thereon as may seem necessary, 

(3) to keep a record of their proceedings in such form as may 

seem advisable and to submit a copy of the same to the 
local Government, 

(4) to submit an annual budget to the local Government, show- 

ing the estimated receipts and disbursements of the 
Commission for the ensuing year, 

(5) to submit an annual report, to the local Government review- 

ing the work done by tho Boiler Commission during the 
calendar year, 

(6) to prescribe the registers and accounts which are ton ^ kept 

x up by the Secretary and the office, 
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(7) to- check, the statement of receipts of inspection-fees, 

comparing it with the amount appropriated for inspections'' 
completed, plus the ha lance for outstanding inspections 
which is prepared by the Chief Inspector from the diaries 
of the Inspectors, * 

(8) to compare the statement of collections with the cash-book, 

and the cash-book with the bank book, and 

(9) to pass or authorize the President to pass such order's as they 

or he may think fit for determining the mode of disposal 
of fees, costs and penalties levied under this Act. ! 

8. The Commissioners shall from time to time prepare and submit, 
for the sanction of the local Government, a schedule of the establishment 
and salaries they consider necessary for carrying out t he purposes of the Act. 

9. After*the sanction of the local Government, to suelt schedule the 
Commissioners shall have the power to appoint clerks, etc., and shall also 
'have the power to select Inspectors for appointment- under section 5 of the 
Act. They shall also have power to suspend or remove such officers as arc 
appointed by them. 

10. The Chief Inspector shall submit, tp the Commission at each meeting 
the Inspector’s reports on the boilers inspected in the form of a diary, which 
shall be recorded in the office. 

11. (/) Fees for inspection shall he calculated on the basis of boiler 
rating, as prescribed in Part JI, Chapter 1, Regulation 158 of the regulations. 
The following fees are prescribed : — 

Registration fee s. — Fees for registration and first inspection of boilers 
are prescribed in section 159 of the regulations. 

Fees for the issue of renewed certificates of boilers shall Ik; charged

Provided that when any owher is willing to accept a renewed certificate 
for less than twelve months in order to approximate the date of annual ins- 
pection to the date on which other boilers in the locality are, inspected, a certi- 
ficate for such potiod less than twelve months as may be necessary for such 
approximat ion of dales may be granted at a reduced fee to be calculated at 
one-twelfth of the ordinary fee- for each full month, a portion of a month not 
being reckoned. 

(2) Second fee in default . — A second fee will be leviable for ro-inspec- 
tion in any case where the inspection of a boiler is begun but owiug to the 
fault or neglect of the owner or person in charge, is not completed within a 
period of six months from the date of commencement of inspection. 

(3) Duplicate certificates for bona-fide purposes may be issued to boiler 
owners under the orders of the Chief Inspector on receipt of a fee of Rs. 3 
per copy. 

( 4 ) An additional fee of Rs. 50 shall be charged for the inspection of a 
boiler on a Sunday, X’tnas Day, New Year’s Day, Good Friday and the King’s 
Birthday. Half of the additional fee so charged shall be paid to the Inspec- 
tor, the other half shall be credited to the “Steam Boiler Inspection Fund.” 

(5) In addition to the above fees an 1 ns j tec tor’s travelling expenses shall 
be realized from owners whose boilers are not ready for inspection on the 
first visit made on their application, for every additional visit paid by the 
inspector for the completion of the inspection. 

[6*) The Inspector’s travelling expenses may also be charged for boilers 
in isolated areas in addition to the fees prescribed in this rule. 

(7) For formula for calculating Boiler rating (see Regulation No. 157).

(A) Preparation for Thorough Inspection. 

At every inspection of a boiler for the grant or renewal of a certificate, the boiler 
<shall be empty and thoroughly clean in all its parts. All doors of manholes, handholes' 
t and sightholes and cleaning plugs and all caps in the headers and mud-drums of water- 
tube boilers, all firebars, bearers, front plates, bridge plates, firebridges, brick arches, oil 
fuel burners and mechanical stoker fittings shall be removed. All valves and cocks 
comprising the boiler mountings shall be opened up and taken apart and the valves and 
cocks ground, when necessary, before the Inspector’s visit. 

Provision shall be made for the removal of lagging or brickwork or other concealing 
part and for the drilling of plates, if required b> the Inspector, and for verifying the 
pressure gauge and safety valve dimensions and weights. All smoke tubes, exterior of 
water tubes, smoke boxes, and external Hues must be swept clean. 


Provision shall lie made for the effective disconnection of all steam and hot water 
communication with any other boilers under steam, as prescribed in Pari 1 1 1 of the 
regulations. This shall be effected either by the removal of a length of pipe from the 
steam ami feet! piping or by the insertion A substantial blank flanges. Where blank 
flanges an- employed, they shall be inserted between the flange of the chest and the pipe 
attached to it. No blank flange shall be inserted between a safety valve chost and the 
boiler.

(B) Preparation for Hydraulic Test. 

The chest, of all mountings subject to steam pressure shall be in place ami tthut 
tight or blank-flanged. The safety valves shall either be jammed down or removed and 
the chest-opening blank-flanged. The attachment # for the Inspector’s pressure gauge and 
the nipple t for connecting the Inspector's test pump hose shall be in order. All doors 
shall be properly jointed and tightened up. The boiler shall be completely filled with 
water, care being taken to allow all air to escape and, if possible, a prelin^nary test not 
exceeding the working pressure of the boiler shall be. taken before the inspector’s visit to 
test the tightness of the joints. When a boiler is hydraulically tested for the first time, it 
shall be entirely cleared of Jagging or brickwork ; at subsequent tests the lagging or brick 
work, or portions thereof, shall be removed if required by the Inspector.

2. Every memorandum of appeal froip the Original Side shall be in Form No. 1, 
and shall be drawn up in the manner prescribed by order XLI, rule 1 of the Code and 
shall he presented to the Registrar, accompanied by a copy of the decree or order 
appealed from. 

3. „ The Registrar shall accept and tile a memorandum of appeal, if it is duly 
stamped and rule 2 has been complied with, and if it appears to him to have been 
presented within the time allowed by the law of limitation. Rut, such acceptance and 
filing shall not be a bar to any objection that may be taken in respect of any of such 
matters at the hearing of the appeal. 

4. When the memorandum of appeal is not accepted by the Registrar he shall 
endorse thereon the date of its presentation and return it to the party or attorney by 
whom it was tendered. Such memorandum of appeal may then he presented to the 
Appellate Court for admission. 

fi. Application for the admission of a memorandum of appeal rejected by the 
Registrar shall be made to the Appellate Court at the earliest opportunity. The Appellate 
Court on hearing such application may admit or reject the same with or without notice 
to the respondent. Where it is admitted without notice to the respondent such admission 
shall not ho a bar to any objection that may he taken at the hearing of the appeal in 
respect of its admissibility. 

fi. Where a memorandum has been amended, it shall be the duty of the Registrar to 
authenticate the amendment by his signature. 

7. There shall be kept two separate registers of appeals from the Original Side, one 
for appeals from decrees, the other for appeals from orders. 

8. Within one week from the, date of admission of an appeal, or within such 
extended time as may be allowed by the Registrar, the appellant shall take out and 
deliver to the Sheriff a notice of appeal for service on the respondent ; in default, the 
appeal may be set down before the Appellate Court for disposal. 

9. Notice of appeal shall be in Form No. 2 and shall b# returnable by the Sheriff to 
the office of the Registrar immediately after service thereof, but in no case later than 
eight days from the date of the notice unless the Registrar shall otherwise direct. 

10. The appellant shall be responsible for the preparation of the paper book. 

11. Where th" appeal is from a decree, the paper book* shall consist of two parts to 
be called Part I and Part III, which shall respectively contain the papers specified here- 
under arranged in order as there shown : — 

* Thu two parts of the paper hook may ho hound up in one volume 1 ( wherever convenient ) and the index placed at 
the beginning of the volume.

12. Where a number of documents jpi one form have been filed in evidence whether 
as one exhibit or not, it shall not be necessary to print more than one, but reference to 
the others may be made in the paper hook by giving such particulars as to date or 
otherwise as may he necessary to show in what respect they differ from tin? document 
primed. 

The documents and exhibits in Part III shall be ranged strictly in chronological 
order as far as practicable. Each exhibit, shall show its exhibit, mark and whether it is 
the plaintiff’s or defendant’s document, and, in all cases, documents relating to the same 
matter, such as ( a ) a series of correspondence, or (/;) proceedings in a suit other than 
the one under appeal, shall he kept together. I 

13. lu the ease of appeals from orders the paper book shall contain only such papers 
as were used by the parties at the hearing and such other documents as both tl e appellant, 
and the respond* nt consider necessary, or as the Registrar may direct on notice to the 
parties ; the arrangement of the papers, proceedings and documents in Parts 1 and III 
shall follow that indicated in rule 11. 

14. In all appeals each part of the paper book shall contain an index in tho

Ifi. Within a week from the date of the filing of tin* memorandum of appeal or 
within such further time as the Registrar shall allow, the appellant shall prepare the 
index according to the directions given in rules 11 to 14 and send the same to the 
respondent, for approval. Where the index is not returned by the respondent approved or 
altered within a week from Ps receipt or is returned neither approved nor altered, the 
same shall be treated as approved. Where the index is returned altered and the a >pellant 
accepts the alterations, the Index shall be treated as approved as altered. Where the innex 
is returned altered and the appellant does no* accept the alterations, the appellant shall, 
within three days after its return, file the same in the Registrar’s office and sliaii at the 
same time take out a notice for the settlement of the index before the Registrar 
returnable within three days, and serve the same on the respondent Tho notice with 
endorsement of servico shajl be filed on the day of settlement. The Registrar shall 
thereupon settle the index. 

Where the alterations made by the respondent in the index are not allowed, -the 
respondent shall not be entitled to any costs of and incidental to the settlement of 
index. 

The paper book shall be prepared in accord lice with the approved or settled 
index. 

16. Only the English translation of an>’ document not in the English language 
shall be printed in the paper book. * 

17. Maps forming part of a paper book shall bo included in the index, but shall not 
be bound up with the other papers in the paper book. Such maps shall be drawn, 
lithographed or printed on durable paper and they shall be arranged in such manner as 
the Registrar shall direct with a separate list. 
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18. Unless otherwise ordered the paper book shall be prepared and printed in 
accordance with tlfe directions given in Chapter XXXIII, rule 15, clauses (a) to (d). «, 

li). Ordinarily there shall be printed thirty copies of the paper book,* but the 
Registrar may at his discretion direct a larger number to be printed. 

In addition to the copies abovementionod, fifty extra copies may be printed by consent 
of both parties or at the option of either of &he parties. The extra cost in the one case shall 
in the first instance be shared equally, and * n the other case be borne by the party exer- 
cising the option^ • 

As to these fifty etftra copies the following further directions shall be observed : — 

(1) The paper book shajl be printed in accordance with all the directions* given in 
. Chapter XXXIII, rule 15. 

• (2) Parts I and III shall be put together separately being loosely stitched. 

(з) Each part shall have its own index. 

20. The Registrar shall keep a record of all applications for office copies intended 
for paper books showing the date of submission of the application, the date on which 
intimation was given to the applicant as to the amount of stamp fees required, the date 
oncwhich the stamp fees were paid, and the date on which the office copies were roady for 
delivery. 

21. The appellant shall within six weeks from the index being approved or settled, 
or within such extended time as the Registrar or the Appellate Court may allow, deliver 
six copies of the paper book to the Registrar (two uf them being hound with strong card- 
board) at the same time producing for inspection by the Registrar office copies of all 
depositions printed in the paper hook ; and shall^also without delay deliver to the respon- 
dent or to each respondent, where there is more than one appearing separately, as many 
copies as he may require, not exceeding six, on payment by him of the price of such 
copies, the price being arrived at by dividing the codt of printing by the number of copies 
printed exclusive of the extra copies (if any) printed as mentioned in rule 19. 

22. In ihe event of non-compliance with the last preceding rule, the respondent 
may, with the leave of the Court or a Judge, prepare and deliver such paper hook, or he 
may apply, on notice to the appellant, to have the appeal dismissed for want of prose- 
cution or for such other order as ho may he advised. Where no application is made the 
case shall he set down in the next peremptory list of appeals from the Original Side, and 
shall be disposed of by the Court as it shall think fit. 

23. Except as otherwise prescribed, every application under this chapter or in 
relation thereto, or to appeals pending from the Original Side, shall he made to the 
Appellate Court. 

24. When the Appellate Court is not sitting the applicant shall give notice ot the 
nature of his intended application to the Registrar, who will communicate the same to the 
Chief Justice, so that a time may be fixed and arrangements made for the hearing of the 
application. 

25. The paper book shall be clearly printed on substantial paper except where the 
appellant — 

(и) has obtained leave to appeal in forma pauperis , or 

( b ) files a written order from the Appellate Court dispensing with printing. 

26. Should the paper book filed not conform to the rules in this chapter, the 
Appellate Court shall have power to disallow as between party and party any costs in 
connection with the preparation of such paper hook and also to direct that any costs 
occasioned by non-observance of those rules shall be paid by the party in default. 

27. When the appellant appears by an attorney tin* preparation of the paper book 
in accordance with these rules shall in all cases be part of the duty to be discharged 
by the attorney on behalf of his client ; and iu any case in which the Appellate Court 
shall bo satisfied that such duty has not been properly discharged for lack of reasonable 
skill or care the Appellate Court shall havo power to disallow as between attorney and 
client all or any part of the costs of preparation of the paper book and shall also but 
subject to the proviso hereinafter mentioned have power to make an order upon the 
attorney personally to pay any costs occasioned by such negligence whether to the client 
or to any other party to the appeal. 

Provided always that no such order for payment against an attorney personally 
shall he ma le without giving to the attorney such time not being less than sevon days 
as may be required for the purpose of stating upon affidavit any matters which he may 
desire to allege and an opportunity of being heard thereon either personally or by 
counsel on his own behalf. 

28. In case an appeal for any reason is not brought to a hearing on the merits, 
any notice of objection under order XLI, rule 22 of the Code may be treated as a cross- 
appeal on the application of the respondent by whom the same was given on such 
..errns as the Appellate Court shall think fit. 

29. ( a ) The Appellate Court, or, if such Court be not sitting, a Judge sitting on the 
Original Side of the High Court may, upon application, and upon sufficient cause being 
shown, enlarge the time prescribed by these rules* for doing any act to be done under 
their provisions. An application for enlargement of time must ordinarily be made before 
the expiration of the prescribed time and must be supported by an affidavit, and also 
by a certificate of the Registrar showing the dates on which any nets prescribed by these 
julee were done. 
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(b) Tl.iu Appellate Court, or the Judge as aforesaid, may also, #upon application and 
upon sufficient grounds verified by affidavit, exempt the parties or a*y of thorn from the 
operation of the whole or any part of these rales and may make such special order as 
shall appear desirable with regard to any matter with which these rules are concerned. 

30. In the rules in this chapter, the word ‘‘Registrar” includes the Deputy 
Registrar and also includes an Assistant Registrar to be deputed by the Registrar. 


CHAPTER XXXIII. 

Appeals to the Privy Council! 

1. Matters connected with appeals to Ilia Majesty in Council other than those 
with which the Registrar is authorised to deal, shall ordinarily be heard by the Division 
Bench appointed to deal with such matters (in this chapter called “the Appelate 
Court”). 

2. Matters relating to (/) service of notice or other processes, (2) substitution of 

parties and appointment or discharge of next friend or guardian of minors or 

persons of unsound mind, before the despatch of the transcript record to England, 
( 3 ) preparation of paper hooks, and (4) return of documents; and matters not expressly 
required to be dealt with by the Appellate Couft shall be dealt with and disposed of by 
the registrar. 

3. Every application for leave to ^appeal to His Majesty in Council shall be to the 
Appellate Court by notice of motion supported by a petition (verified by affidavit; which 
shall bo in Form No. 2. The notice, unless otherwise ordered, shall be given for the 
day fixed by the Appellate Court for Rearing Privy Council matters and shall call upon 
the opposite party to show cause, within four days after service thereof, why a certificate 
under order XLV, rule 3 of the Code should not be grant**!. 

4. Where such a certificate is granted, the appellant shall, within the time prescribed 
by law or within such furt her time as may be granted by the Appellate Court, find 
.security for the payment of costs, ordinarily to tlfe extent of Its. 4,000, and as such 
security, shall, unless otherwise specially orderfd by the Appellate Court, deposit with 
the Registrar either cash or Government securities. In special cases the Court may 
require security for cost* of appeal to a larger amount. 

5. The appellant shall also within the said period deposit with the Registrar 
towards defraying the fees and expenses to be incurred in transcribing or preparing and 
forwarding to the Registrar of the Privy Council the transcript or printed record the sum 
of Rs. 400 and such further sum (if any) as may be subsequently required by the 
Registrar. 

(». The applicant, at the time die deposit is m;i le under rule 5 or where any further 
deposit is required, may apply to the Registrar for an estimate of the fees and expenses 
in the said rule mentioned. Such estimate shall be prepared and shall include the 
matters referred to (in the preceding rule) and he J rained in accordance with the fees 
and expenses therein specified. The appellant shall be entitled to be heard by the Court 
on any objection he may make to the estimate, but such objections shall not delay die 
making of the deposit or the further deposit. # 

7. The appellant shall, at the time the deposit under rule 5 is made, state whether or 
not the record is to bo printed in India. 

8. After the security has been given and deposit made under rules 4 and 5, a 
certificate to that effect shall be drawn up in die Registrar's office, and afier signature by 
the Registrar be submitted by him to the Appellate Court. The Appellate Court snail 
thereupon declare the appeal admitted under the provisions of order XLV 7 , r n It* 8 of the 
Civil Procedure (k)de, and an order to that, effect shall be drawn up and filed. 

9. On the admission of an appeal to His Majesty in Council whether by the order of 
this Court under * rder XLV. rulu 8 of the Code or by an order of His Majesty in Council 
giving the appellant special leave to appeal, but subject in the latter case to the carrying 
out of the directions of the Privy Council as to security and the deposit of the amount 
required by rule 5, notice of such admission shall be issued by the Registrar for service 
on the respondent on t&e record, whether he shall have appeared on the hearing of the 
application for a certificate, under order XLV, rule 3 of the Code or not. Such notice 
shall be served by the attorney for the appellant and an affidavit of duo service thereof 
shall be filed by such attorney immediately after such service. 

10. The appellant shall within four days from the date of the order declaring "the 
appeal admitted file in the Account Department of the Registrar’s office a draft of the 
index of all documents to be included in the transcript or printed record and a list 
of all other papers, documents and exhibfts in the suit or appeal, to he excluded therefrom 
under rule 17 of His Majesty’s order in Council of 21st December 1908 and under 
order XLV, rule 7 of the Code, together with a requisition for the settlement of the 
index by the Registrar and shall furbish copies thereof to the other parties. 

11. * Upon receipt of tho draft index, list and requisition, the Registrar shall cause 
notice to be served upon the parties fixing a day not more than a week from the date of 
the said notice for settlement of the index and list. 
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12. Anf of the parties who may be dissatisfied with the decision of tho. Registrar 
or ^t-her proper officer on the settlement of the index ami list may, within a fortnight 
from the date of such decision, apply to the Appellate Court, on notice to the otl^er party 
or parties, for an order that any paper on the record not already included in the index 
or lirst may be added thereto, or where ulieady included may be excluded therefrom. The 
costs of such application shall be paid by such party or parties as the Court shall think 
iU. 

13. The transcript or printed record for the use of tho Privy Council shall consist of 
the separate parts, namely, Part I, Part II and Part III ; each part having its own index 
with a list of documents omitted under rule 17 of Ilis Majesty’s Order in Council of 21st 
December 1908 and under order XLV, rule 7 of the Code, giving a short description of 
each. document. The contents of Part 1 and Part 111 with their indices shall be the same 
as those of Part I and Part 111 respectively as set forth in rules 11 adri 12 of the 
Chapter XXXII. 

Part II shall contain the following documents in the order shewn : — 

(1) The proceedings in tho Appellate Court, if any. 

(2) Judgment of the Appellate Court. 

(3) Decree of the Appellate Court. 

(#) Application for leave to appeal to the Privy Council with the grounds of 
appeal and affidavits, etc. 

(5) Order on such application. 

(6) Order declaring appeal to Privy Council admitted. 


The documents in Part II with its index shall b * arranged in the same way as the 
documents in Part I. 

14. In all civil cases, the, portion of the record set. out in the index shall be 
transcribed and the transcript certified by the Registrar where the record is to be printed 
in England, or shall be printed and the printed record certified by the Registrar where the 
record is printed in In tia. 

15. After the index and list have l^aen settled, a copy thereof and where there has 
been no paper-book u»**d in the appeal from the Original Sole, copies of the records set 
out in tin* index to ti e various parts shall, where the record is to be printed here, be 
made over to the appellant's attorney. The appellant’s attorney shall then cause the 
record to be printed in accordance with the following directions : — 

(a) the paper-book shall be printed in the form known as demy quarto, t.e., 54 ems 

(or 9 inches) in length and 42 ems (or 7 inches) in width ; 

(b) the size of the pap*r used shall be such that the sheet when folded and trimmed 

shall be 11 incites long and inches wide; 

(c) the type to bo used in the text shall be pica type, but long primer shall be used 

in printing accounts, tabular matters and notes ; 

(d) the number of lines in each page of pica type shall be 47, or thereabouts, aud 

L every tenth line shall be numbered in the margin, i.f., the tenth line 

being numbered 10 and the second tenth line, 20, aud so on ; 

(e) the paper book shall contain brief marginal notes, the wording of which shall 

be approved by the Registrar ; 

(/) each document in Part 111 shall be separately printed and paged at the foot of 

each pa^e. 

The extra fifty copies mentioned in rule 19 of Chapter XXXII may be utilised in 
Parts I and 111 for the use of t lie Privy Council provided they comply with all the 
abovementioned conditions. 

16. Before the paper-book is printed the final or press proof thereof shall be 
brought into the Registrar’s office for the purpose of being examined by the Examiners 
Department of t lie Original Sid" and being passed by the Registrar. The Registrar may 
call for one or more further pru( fs until ho is satisfied that the order to print can be 
given. (The court-fee for examining and passing such proof or proofB shall be payable 
in court-fee stamps ) The press proof may be submitted for examination and passing 
in sections provided the sections are in consecutive order. (The court-foe for examining 
and passing shall be payable out of the Rs. 400 or other moneys deposited pursuant to 
rule 5 of this chapter.) 

17. All papers relating to applications ami orders made after making over the index 
and list to the appellant’s attorney shall.be added to the printed record, or, where the 
printed record has been completed, printed as an additional record. • 

IS. The appellant’s attorney shall, within two months from the date of making over 
to him of the index and list or within Huch further time as may be allowed by the Court, 
deliver 50 copies of the printed record to the Registrar for despatch to the Registrar of 
the Privy Council. 
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19. In case any original documents or exhibits are required tcf be transmitted with 
the transcript or printed record, application for an order fco the Registrar to transmit 
such documents may be made in Chambers to the Judges constituting the Appellate 
Court. 

20. After the despatch of the transcript or printed record to the Registrar of the 

Privy Council, the actual cost of and in corm iction with the same shall be ascertained 
and any balance remaining in the hands of the Registrar shall be refunded to .the 
appejlant. • 

21. Notice of the despatch of the transcript or printed record *to the Registrar of the 
Privy Council shall bo issued by the Registrar or other proper officer for service on the 
respondent, whether he shall have appeared on the hearing ftf the application for a certi- 
ficate under order Xl!V, rule 3 of the Code, or not. Such notice shall be served t?y- the 
attorney for flic appellant and an affidavit of due service thereof shall be filed by such 
attorney immediately after such service. 

22. After the despatch of the transcript or printed record the Registrar or other 

officer sh*ll, upon satisfactory proof of service of the notices in rules 9 and 21 mentioned, 
prepare and sign and forward by post without delay to the Registrar of the Privy 
Council a certificate that the respondent Las been served with such notices. m 

23. The supplemental record dealing with substitution or recording death of parties 

shall be transmitted to Englan l in manuscript instead of being printed at the cost of 
the appellant. # 

2d. Any appeal in which no step has bemi taken for its prosecution for three months 
may be placed on the hearing list, on notice to the parties or their attorneys, to be 
dismissed for default, unless goo I cause i# shown to the contrary, or bo otherwise dealt 
with as the Court may think proper. 

25. For the purposes of rules 9, 11, 12, 15 and 16 of this chapter, the word 
“ Registrar ’• includes the Deputy Registrar or an Assistant Registrar to be deputed by the 
Registrar. 

26. The forms to which reference is made in this chapter are in Appendix L (1).

1. The House of Detention in Calcutta shall be the place ordinarily set apart under 
the provisions of sections 18 and 19 of the Act.

Classification of Inmates. 

2. (1) Boys and girls shall be kept separate. 

(2) So far as in the opinion of the Superintendent of the House of Detention iB 
possible, the inmates shall be further classified according to age and character. 

Management and discipline. 

3. (1) Tho Superintendent shall take every precaution against the exercise of bad 
influence by inmates of bad character up&n other inmates. An older inmate of bad 
character must never bo alone in tho company of younger children. 

(2) The inmates shall have separate beds, with a sufficiency of cubic space. They 
shall wear their own clothing, unless on sanitary grounds this is undesirable. If 
necessary, they shall be supplied with plain useful clothing, 

(3) The inmates shall be supplied with plain wholesome food. 

(4) Provision shall be made for the suitable instruction of inmates. 

0) Suitable occupation shall «be found for inmates. The employment shall include 
work of an industrial nature. Suitable books shall be provided. 

(6) Mural training shall be given. 

(7) An inmate who is unruly may be detained in segregation in a light room or 

light cell. 1 

(8) The inmates, unless segregated for unruly behaviour under sub-rule (7), shall be 
allowed not less than two hours daily for recreation and exercise. 

(9) Each inmate shall, on or shortly after admission, receive* a bath and shall be 
thoroughly cleansed. The in mates’ clothing, where necessary, shall be cleansed. A girl’s 
bair may not be cut short, except on sanitary grounds, on the special instructions of tht? 
Medical Officer. 

(10) In the case of an inmate under remand or waiting trial, a parent, relative, or 
friend of the inmate or a qualified legal practitioner (who should only see the inmate in 
the presence of the parent, relative, or friend who engages him) shall be allowed to visit 
the inmate once or oftener, if necessary, for the proper submission of the case to the 
Court. 

(11) The Superintendent shall be furnished by the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, 
or the Magistrate of Howrah with the name of a doctor who can be summoned when 
necessary. The doctor shall also make periodical visits. 

(1%) In the case of the serious illness of any inmate notice shall be sent to the 
parents or near relatives and special visits allowed. Notice shall be sent to the parents 
or near relatives of the removal of any inmate from a place of detention. 

(13) In the case of the death of any inmate, the circumstances of the case shall be 
reported to the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, as the case may be, and the parents or 
near relatives shall be informed. 

(14) The Superintendent shall keep accounts, in such form as the Local Government 
may direct, of the expenditure incurred for the maintenance of the inmates and shall 
send the same regularly to the Commissioner of Police or the Magistrate of Howrah. 

(15) The Superintendent shall keep a journal of admissions and discharges, and of 
every event of importance connected with the detention. The journal shall be open 
to the visitors when called for. 

(16) All books and journals of the place of detention shall be open to inspection by 
the members of the Visiting Board, or any officer deputed by them or by the Government 
or the Commissioner of Police. 

4. (1) The control and management of the House of Detention shall be vested In a 
Visiting Board of which the Chairman shall be the Judicial Secretary of the Local

1. Every hackney-carriage in the Azimganj Municipality shall be annually regis- 
tered by a Licensing Otlicer to be appointed fur the purpose by the Municipal Commis- 
sioners. The Licensing 0 dicer shall keep a register in which he shall enter the class and 
number assigned to every hackney-carriage. 

Qualifications of drivers. 

2. Every person applying for a driver's license shall be required to satisfy the 
Licensing Officer — 

(a) f hat he knows how to drive and control horses and is in all respects a fit person 

for such employment ; 

( b ) that he is well acquainted with the principal streets, offices and places of 

interest in and around Jiaganj town ; 

(r) that he has thorough knowledge of the list of fares and tables of distances

inch (circumference), hemp or coir or matting of such nature. Each box 
must not contain more than 2/5 Anall cylinders and the gross weight of each 
box and contents must not exceed 2^ cwt. ; • . 

(u) small cylinders not exceeding 12 inches in length and 3 inches in diameter 
containing nitrous oxide may be packed in wfeker-work baskets containing 
^wo su(?h cylinders in separate compartments. * • 

• (3) All cylinders shall be sufficiently marked as to be easily identifiable as contain- 
ing gas or liquid under pressure. 

{4) Discharge and loading at night will not bo permitted. 

(5) Delivery from the ship’s side shall be ellectod by the consignee immediately, as 
far as possible, and in any case within 24 hours, failing which they will be removed *to 
the Hazardous Godown at, the consignee 1 * cost. 

(6) After being landed and until removed or placed in the Hazardous Godown, tfll 
cylinders shall be adequately protected from the sun's rays by a suitable covering. 

(7) Cylinders containing gases and liquids under pressure brought for shipment 
shall not be placed on any quay, wharf or road and allowed to remain there, but shall he 
shipped immediately. 

(8) Cylinders containing gases and^liquids under pressure must not be placed near 
a fire or exposed to other sources of heat.

Questions having been raised from time tqftime as to the action which a "subordinate 
court should take in regard to telegrams sai l to have been received by a party or his 
legal adviser communicating the substance of an order made by the High Court, <?.//., an 
order staying proceedings, the fnliowingftnstructious art? issued. 

If has not been the practice o£ the High Court to issue or to authorize any of its 
officers to issue judicial orders by telegram. 

In criminal oases, under ffulo I 2b, Chapter 1, Volume J, of the Court’s General Rules 
and Cit cu lur Orders, Criminal, judicial officers are prohibited from Telegraphing orders 
to officers in charge of jails for the release of prisoners in their custody. So, on the 
Criminal Side of the High Court, orders feu- tin* release ot prisoners are not issued by 
telegram. In such cases, however, care is taken ty communicate the purport of the order 
at olice by post. It follows that the High Court, which refuses to issu * its own judicial 
orders by t degram, tan accept no responsibility for private telegrams purporting to 
communicate the effect of the orders. 

Accordingly, the High Court will not direct the subordinate courts to act, as a matter 
of course, on private telegrams of this kind. The most that the parties have the right to 
expect is that the purport of the Court’s order, in any eas * of urgency, should ho com- 
municated to ttie subordinate court by the iirst available post. For this purpose, a form 
has been introduced on the Civil Side similar to the form in use on the Criminal Side 
(see annexed Addendum No. 8 to the Rules of the High Court, Appellate Side. 11)22). 

It is not, however, the intention of tlie*High Court lea\e the subordinate courts no 
discretion in the matter. If a court is informed by a responsible pleader that, for 
instance, a proceeding pending before it has been stayed by the High Court, the court 
may, in its discretion, grant a shoit adjournment sutlicient to allow ot the authors! ati\e 
orders being received by post. If will be understood, however, that, in every ea#e, the 
matter is one for the discretion of the subordinate court and (bat an adjournment cannot 
be demanded as of right on the strength of a private telegram.

Memorandum of Agreement made this day the 30th July 11*23, between The 
CaleuttaALdieal Aid and Research Society (registered under Act XXL of LStiO) and having 
its registered oflice at Calcutta in tho district of 24-Parganas (hereinafter called the 
Society), of the one part and the Secretary of Starte for India in Council (hereinafter 
called the Secretary of State) of the other part. 

WHEREAS for the purpose of the construction of a new hospital for tho treatment 
of the sick and the convalescent the Society alias applied to the Government of Bengal 
for the acquisition under the proivsions ol the Land Acquisition Act, 18114, of the piece 
or parcel of land containing 41) bighas 13 cottas t> chitaks or thereabout situated in the 
village of Jadabpur in the district of 24-Pargana4 and more particularly described in the 
schedule hereto attached and delineated in the plan* hereunto annexed. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal,* being satisfied by an enquiry held 
under section 40 of the said Act tha't the proposed acquisition is needed for the aforesaid 
purpose and that the said work is likely to prove useful to the public, has consented to 
acquire on behalf of the Society the piece or parcel of land hereinbefore described. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal lias required the Society under the 
provisions of section 4L of the abovemen tioned Act to enter into the agreement with the 
Secretary of State hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth that k is hereby agreed ami declared as follows : — ' 

(1) On demand the Society shall and will pay to the* said Government of Bengal all 
and every compensation in respect of the said land tendered, paid or awarded or to be 
tendered, paid or awarded by the Collector under the Land Acquisition Act, 181)4, or by 
the Court to which a reference under Part III of the said Act may he nude, or by the 
Court or Courts to which an appeal from the? award of the said Court may be preferred 
and all costs, charges and expenses of the proceedings in the aforesaid Courts or otherwise 
incidental to the proposed acquisition or payable in respect thereof under the provisions 
of the said Act. 

2. On demand made by the said Collector the obligations of the Society under the 
last preceding clause not being thereby limited, the Society shall and will deposit with the 
said Collector such sum or sums of money as in his discretion the said Collector may in 
anticipation estimate to be necessary for the purpose mentioned in the last preceding 
clause. 

3. On payment by the Society of all demands under the foregoing first clause, or in 
the discretion of the said Government of Bengal (on deposit by the Society of all estimated 
amounts as provided in the second clause), hut not before possession shall have been taken 
under provisions of thq abovementioned Act, the Secretary of State shall make over 
possession of the said land to the Society and shall execute and do all such acts ami deeds 
as may he necessary and proper for effectually vesting the same in the Society. 

4. The said land shall be held by the Society for the purposes of such a hospital and 
laboratory for clinical teaching and research as is hereinbefore mentioned and, without the 
sanction in writing of the said Government of Bengal first had been obtained, for no other 
purpose whatsoever. 

5. The said hospital and laboratory for clinical teaching and research shall be 
completed (and fully equipped in all respects ready for use) within two years from the 
date on which possession of the said land shall have been given to the Society. 

fi. Should the said hospital and laboratory for clinical teaching and research not be 
completed (and fully equipped in all respects ready for use) within the period stated in the 
last preceding clause or within such further period as in its discretion may be prescribed
